Student, Son of Austin Pas- 
tor, Arrested at Port Ar- 
thur, Tex.

PORT ARTHUR, Tex., Dec. 27. 


—Robert W. Williams, 17 years 
old, Univers}jty of Texas sopho- 


more, tonight was charged with 
the murder of Miss'7 Elizabeth 
Johnson, 16, his former fiancee. 


She was found shot to death in 
Williams’ automobile which was 
parked outside the First Methodist 
Church, South, here. 

Williams, who shortly after the 
shooting was hysterical, sat in his 
cell tonight calm and composed. 
While refusing to discuss all de- 
tails of the affair, he denied the 
killing. 

Andrew Johnson, uncle of the 
girl, swore to the murder charge 
against Williams. 

After an inquest Justice T. A. 
Butler announced a 
“Murder at the hands of a person 
or persons unknown.” 

Miss Johnson died of a wound 
in her breast, which officers think 
was fired from a revolver. that 
Williams said he had made from a 
rifle in the laboratory of the State 
University. The weapon was 
found beside her body in the auto- 
mobile. 

Police said the youth explained 
he carried the weapon for protec- 
tion. They said Williams also told 
them he had planned to shoot him- 
self through the hand with the re- 
volver as a proof of his love for 
the girl. 

Williams is the son of the Rev. 
S. W. Williams of Austin, Tex. The 
youth told of driving here from 
Austin Dec. 20, with the intention 
of spending the holidays with Miss 
Johnson, a junior at Port Arthur 
High School. He said Miss John- 
son broke their engagement after 
she received the attentions of a 
married man. He said he persuaded 
her to go driving in his car in an 
attempt to patch up their differ- 
ences. When he was unsuccess- 
ful, he drove to the First Meth- 
odist Church to see the Rev. Glenn 
Flynn, who had succeeded Wil- 
liams’ father in the pastorate. Wil- 
liams said he tried to get the pas- 
tor to aid him in influencing the 
girl. On returning to his.car after 
his visit to the clergyman he said 
he found Miss Johnson shot. to 
death. 

Williams explained the fact that 
he had called an ambulance from 
a point 17 blocks away from the 
church by saying that, in a dazed 
fashion, he had started for a hos- 
pital after finding Miss Johnson 
dead, then had stopped and tele- 
phoned from a drug store. 
Police are trying to trace 
route of Williams’ car.

25 LYNCHINGS IN U. S, IN 1930 


Only 12 Occurred Year Before, Ne- 
gro Organization Reports.

NEW YORK, Dec. 27.——The 
year 1930 has seen 25 lynchings 
as compared with 13 in 1929, the 
National Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored People said 
today in an annual summary.

Georgia had seven Jynchings, Ala- 
bama and Texas four each, Mis- 
sissippi three, Indiana and Souta 
Carolina two each and Florida, 
North Carolina and Oklahoma one 
each. |

creasing repudiation by white 
women of the South of lynching as 
a protection of womanhood.”

PARIS, Dec. 27.—-Marshal Joffre 
who turned,.back the Germans in 
the first battle of the Marne, was 
near death tonight in the hospital 
where his left leg was amputated 
seven days ago. 

Gangrene developing in the ad- 
vanced stages of arteritis (inflam- 
mation of the arteries) made the 
amputation necessary, doctors said, 
but the operation was not so suc- 
cessful as they hoped and the lat- 
est bulletins on the, patient’s con- 
dition were gloomy. 

The Marshal’s condition was 
“stationary” at 10:15 o’clock to- 
night according to Drs. Boulin and 
Leriche, who left the hospital at 
that hour after passing an hour 
at the bedside. 

The newspaper Le Matin said to- 
night the latest information oOb- 
tainable permitted no hope of even 
a temporary abatement of the 
malady. 

It was Mme. Joffre, adhering to 
her husband’s policy since his ill- 
ness began, who withheld news of 
the Marshall’s grave illness since 
last Friday when he was taken to 
the hospital of St. Jean-de-Dieu. 
He went there on Dec. 19 and the 
amputation was performed the 
next day. The leg was taken off 
above the Knee to arrest the prog- 
ress of the .infection. 


Could Not Survive Another. 

But there was danger of infec- 
tion in the other leg also and the 
doctors said they had tentatively 
decided to perform a second op- 
eration today. In a consultation, 
however, it became obvious that 
Joffre, who is nearly 79 years old, 
could not possibly stand it, 

Immediately after it became 
known that the Marshal was grave- 
ly ill rumors flew about the city 


diers cailed him “Papa” Joffre. 
He was believed for a time to be 


at his chateau in  Louveciennes, 
near Versailles. Then there was 
a report that his right leg had 


been amputated. His doctors set 
things right in a definite announce- 
ment describing the patient’s con- 
dition as “‘grave,’’ with a pulse of 
minus 5 and a temperature of 102.2 
degrees. 

Arthritis often develops gangrene. 
The inflammation first struck the 
Marshal last Summer, but he al- 
ways denied reports of his illness, 
on one occasion going so far as to 
appear at a public function in his 
honor when he was too sick to be 
abroad. 

Weeks ago he had to abandon the 
stroll about his garden which made 
his days so pleasant, and before he 
, went to the hospital he was kept 
abed at home until his condition 
became alarming. 

A Good Mixer and Nature Lover. 

On his strolls he liked to chat 
with those he met. He was alwafvs 
a “‘good mixer’ and he liked the 
woods. He has been an enthusias- 
tic advocate of the doctrine recent- 
ly pronounced by Aristide Briand, 
that a man who wants to know 
men must first know nature, 

Often he would drop in on his 
friends. One of these was War- 
rington Dawson, formerly of At- 
lanta, Ga., special attache of the 
United States Embassy, who for 
several years has been kept to his 
home at Versailles by a partial 
paralysis. 

He used to like to go to his 
apartment in the Rue de la Pompe 
in Paris and Mme. Joffre recently 
has spent considerable time there 
redecorating the place, In the win- 
ter he has liked to go to the Ri- 
viera. But all these activities were 
abandoned when his illness set-in. 
He was obliged to cut down on his 
little walks and after a while the 
arteries of the legs became so swoll- 
en that any movemen* was pain- 
ful, and then impossible, 

Up until the time of his trans- 
fer to the hospital he spent hours 
each day reading works on military 
art. Col. Desmazes, his chief staff 
officer, says his mind has remained 
clear and he has followed without 
complaint development of his ma- 
lady, 

“Throughout the world, particu- 
larly in America and England,” 
said one paper this morning, ‘a fer- 
vent prayer will rise for the illus- 
trious chief, who in 1914 com- 
manded the battle which saved the 
races from servitude.” 

Led Successful Campaigns in Asia, 

Europe and Africa. 

Marshal Joffre, whose full name 
is Joseph Jacques Cesaire Joffre, 
will be 79 years old Jan. 12. He 
has successfully led military cam- 
paigns in Asia, Africa and Europe. 
He was born in 1852 at Rive- 
saltes, at the edge of the Eastern 
Pyrenees, of Spanish lineage and 
was one of 11 children. The Fran- 
co-Prussian War interrupted his 
studies and he took part in the de- 
fense of Paris in 1870. 

After the loss of his first wife he 
applied for a transfer to Indo- 
China and aided in the occupation 
of Formosa in 1885, remaining 
three years at Hanoi as chief of 
engineers. In 1892 he was sent 
to Senegal and in 1898 led a col- 
umn on Timbuctoo, entering the

CAULFIELD FACES 
CLASH WITH GARY 
ON SURVEY REPORT 


Commission Head Calls 
Aids to Confer on Issu- 
ance of Appeal in Behalf 
of $192,000,000 Program 


IN OPPOSITION TO 
GOVERNOR’S VIEWS 


Expected Executive’s Rec- 
ommendation for Modi- 
fied Expenditure Will Be 
Attacked in Legislature.

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 
The issuance of a formal argument 
in support of the defunct State Sur- 
vey Commission’s plan to more than 


treble the State imcome tax reve- 
nue to provide funds for a 10-year 
$192,000,000 spending program for 
State institutions and the public 
schools will be diseussed at a con- 
ference of members of the Com- 
mission in Jefferson City Monday. 
The proposal is directed at fore- 
stalling Gov. Caulfield’s recom- 
mendations in his biennial message 
to the Legislature, Jan. 7, for a 
greatly modified program of ex- 
penditures. 

Promulgation of the argument, 
which is being urged by Theodore 
Gary, Macon and Kansas City fin- 
|ancier, who served as chairman of 
‘the Commission, is considered 
|doubtful because of the question of 
‘the propriety of the individual 
{members of a Commission appoint- 
ed by the Governor attempting to 
discount in advance his officially 
expressed views. 

In. accordance with the direc- 
tions of the legislative act under 
which it was appointed, the Com- 
mission, which expired Nov. 30, 
1929, submitted its findings to the 
Governor on that date. Also, in 
accordance with the act the Gover- 
nor has reviewed the findings and 
has prepared his recommenda- 
tions, which he will deliver to the 
Legislature when it convenes in 
less than two weeks. 

Governor Against Vast Program. 

Although the detailed views of 
the Governor have not been made 
public, it has become known 
through his public addresses that 
he believes the condition of the 
State at this time does not warrant 
embarking on a program as exten- 
sive as that recommended by the 
Commission, and'that he believes 
taxes should not be increased to 
a greater extent than will be suf- 
ficient to carry out a program ap- 
proximately one-fourth that rec- 
ommended. 

Under the Commission’s proposal, 
the additional revenue required, 
mostly to be raised by an increase 
in the income tax, would be ap- 
proximately $15,000,000 a year. 
The Governor’s view is said to be 
that an additional $4,000,000 or 
$5,000,000 a year will provide suf- 
ficient revenue for all the improve- 
ments the State would be justified 
in undertaking at this time. 

Gary’s action in calling the con- 
ference of his associates on the 
Commission has aroused much in- 
terest in the capital, where political 
leaders see it as the first step in 
an attempt by Gary to carry his 
plan through the Legislature over 
the objection of the Governor. To 
some legislative leaders, at least. 
it is an indication that Gary is 
prepared to do battle with the 
Governor through the session. 

While Gary has been active in 
organizing a campaign to obtain 
public support for the Commission’s 
program, it had not been anticipat- 
ed here that he would go the 
length of attempting to induce his 
associates to issue a formal state- 
ment on the eve of the Governor’s 
official message. 


View of Leading Legislator. 

One influential legislator ex- 
pressed the opinion that the pro- 
posed issuance of the argument 
would be opposed by a majority of 
the members of the Commission on 
the ground that it would be an un- 
necessary act of discourtesy to the 
Governor, and that, while individu. 
ally any member was free to urge 
the adoption of the larger plan, 
collectively and as members of the 
Commission they had finished their 
job when they submitted their re- 
port to the Governor for his con- 
sideration. 
This legislator said that under 
the act creating it, the Commission 
was merely a fact-finding body for 
the Governor, that it had com- 
pletely carried out its duty when 
it submitted to him the facts it 
ascertained ,with the conclusions it 
drew, and that the responsibility of 
making recommendations to. the 
Legislature was solefy that of the 
Governor,

Sheriff Milton 
Trinkle and his wife, Ida, a deputy, 
were slightly wounded. 

The brothers went to the jail and 
demanded the keys to the cell in 
which Pleas Spurlock, 45 years old, 
and his brother, John, 40, were 
held in connection with the fatal 
shooting of Patton Gibson, father 
of the four men, Dec. 14. 

(tis stood guard at the 
entrance while his three brothers 
entered the jail quarters to demand

University Association Urges Pub- 
lic Acknowledgement of Con- 
nections by Profession.

Resolutions. providing for public 
acknowledgment of any ‘‘close con- 
nection between public utilities and 
the academic profession” and to 
provide for a plan to insure free- 
dom of speech and tenure of office 
for college professors, were adopted 
late today by the Association of 
American University Professors.

DISMANTLED SHIP, WITH 7 MEN, 
ADRIFT IN STORM SIX DAYS 


Steel Schooner Torn Loose From 
Boat That Was Towing 
Tt to Halifax.

HALIFAX, N. 8., Dec. 27.—The 


steel schooner Doren, stripped of 
engines and rigging, entered its 
sixth night of helpless drifting on 
the open sea tonight, and one Gov- 
ernment steamer sent out to search 
for it turned back before a gale. 
The schooner has seven men on 
board with two days’ rations. 
The Doren dropped from sight 
last Tuesday when a cable with 
which it was being towed into 
Halifax by the steamer Constance 
shapped 16 miles from Halifax.

Gibson Shot to Death. 

Meanwhile, Otis Gibson and 
Gerald were shooting it out on the 
jail steps. A’ bullet from Gerald's 
pistol killed Gibson instantly, 

An alarm was sounded by Eu- 
gene Routh, a merchant, whose 
store is opposite the jail. The city 
fire department and 200 citizens 
responded. 

Search was started for the three 
‘brothers but late tonight they were 
still at large. The three who es- 
caped were Dan, William and 
Alonzo Gibson. 

Officers said the killing was an 
outgrowth of a feud that has beén 
smoldering for years since the two 
families lived in Tennessee. 

According to information given 
by witnesses at the Coroner's in- 
quest, Pleas Spurlock shot Patton 
Gibson in ‘the back - after the 
brother had seized and held Gib- 
son. Both the Spurlock men were 
said to have come to a _ pre-ar- 
ranged meeting with Gibson carry- 
ing shotguns. Gibson also was 
armed. 

Sheriff's Wife Tells of Shooting. 

Mrs. Trinkle gave the foilowing 
account of the shooting: 

“‘My husband and I were alane, 
except for an old lady who _ stays 
with us, when the four Gibson boys 
came to demand the keys to the jail 
so they might get the Spurlock 
boys. We didn’t suspect they would 
cause any serious trouble, so we 
didn't arm ourselves. Even if we 
had wanted to, we wouldn't have 
had time, because they threatened 
to kill us, if we didn’t give them 
the keys. 

- “We refused to give them the 
-‘keyS~ and they started pushing us 
back toward the first door of the 


‘jail, There are two steel doors, an 
outer and inner. My husband tried 
‘to talk to the boys, but they 


wouldn't listen. 

“My husband finally agreed to 
unlock the outer door, thinking this 
might pacify them, We didn’t think 
they knew the arrangement of the 
jail. Three of the brothers went 
‘through the outer door with us, 
while the fourth, Otis, the youngest, 
stayed outside. 

“When we got inside, Otis Gib- 
son barred the door and we were 
locked in with three of the broth- 
ers. They shot.both of us when 
we refused to give them the keys 
to the inner door. 


Called for Help. 


We started calling for help, and 
my husband shouted to Otis Gib- 
gon to let us out. We didn’t know 
then that Mr. Gerald had killed 
Otis Gibson. We kept calling. The 
woman who stays with us finally 
opened the door. The three Gib- 
son boys then fled. 

“My husband and myself got out. 
Neither of us was seriously wound- 
ed. I got several shots in the leg 
from the shotgun, and they are 
pretty painful, but I have been tak- 
ing care of the telephone calls here 
because there’s nobody else here 
do it.” .

WASHINGTON, Dec. 27.—Prog- 
ressive Republican support for 
Franklin D. Roosevelt if he should 
be the Democratic candidate for 
the presidency against Mr. Hoover 
in 1932 seemed probable today as 
a result of the Republican family 
quarrel growing out of the disclos- 
ure that Robert H. Lucas, execu- 


tive director of the Republican Na- 
tional Committee, had financed the 
secret use of Klan propaganda 
against Senator George W. Norris 
(Rep.), Nebraska, in the last cam- 
paign. 

“I could go a lot farther and do 
a lot worse” was the way Senator 
Norris summed up his position 
when askéd about reports that he 
would support Roosevelt. “I do 
not make any secret of the fact 
that I am a great admirer of Roose- 
velt's. The only thing I disagree 
with him on is prohibition. I think 
he is the nearest right on what fs 
coming to be the greatest issue—if 
it is not already the greatest issue 
—before the country, of any public 
man in office. I mean the power 
issue. I do not have to apologize 
for that because he is a Democrat.” 

Others Kicked Over Traces. 

Lucas’ attempt to drive Senator 
Norris out of the Republican party 
because Norris supported Gov. 
Smith against Mr. Hoover in 1928, 
and Lucas’ declaration that the 
test of a Senator’s Republicanism 
today is the support he gave to the 
presidential candidate tn 1928, has 
called attention to the fact that 
Norris was not the only Republican 
who refused to support his party 
ticket two years ago. Among those 
who refused were Senators La Fol- 
lette and Blaine of Wisconsin. 
Blaine openly made speeches on 
behalf of Gov. Smith while La Fol- 
lette publicly stated he did not in- 
dorse either the Republican plat- 
form or the Republican presiden- 
tial candidate. : 
~ Reiterating this position today, 
LaFollette called atention to a 
signed statement published In his 
own magazine in 1928, when he 
was a candidate for re-election to 
the Senate. In it he recalled that 
the Republican national convention 
had taken a position opposed to 
the progressive viewpoint, and de. 
clared: “TI publicly repudiated the 
Republican platform. and an- 
nounced that I stood pledged to the 
Progressive platform embodying 
the principles submitted by the 
Wisconsin delegation at Kansas 
City. Upon this pledge I was re- 
nominated and am a candidate for 
re-election ot the Senate.” 

Might Cost Control of Senate. 

In the same statement which he 
cited as illustrative of his attitude 
today La Follette said: “We knew 
in advance that if Mr. Hoover is 
élected and undertakes to carry 
out the Coolidge policies to which 
he has pledged himself in this 
campaign, the American people will 
have to rely on progressives in 
both parties in Congress to take 
the initiative in exposing corrup- 
tion, to guard the natural resources.

PURPORTED PIECE OF CROWN 
OF THORNS AT PAWNBROKER’S 


Present Holder in New York Says 
Relic Came to Him From 
* Austrian Archduke. 
By the Associated Press. . 
NEW YORK, Dec. 27.—A six- 
teenth century reliquary purported 
to contain a section of the Crown 


of Thorns which Roman soldiers 
placed on the brow of Christ be- 
fore the crucifixion is in the 
vaults'of a New York pawnbroker, 
the Evening Post says. 

The art dealer who placed it 
there attributes its ownership to 
Archduke Ludwig, brother-in-law 
of former Empress Zita. The 
relic, one of the most interesting 
in the world if genuine, is said to 
have been held in the Austrian 
royal family since the sixteenth 
century. The supposed bit of the 
Crown of Thorns is set in a jew- 
eled compartment surrounded by 
figures’of the Virgin Mary, St. 
John, and angels. The compart- 
ment is lined with pearls and em- 
eralds, one of 10 carats. The whole 
is encased in a black box. 

Another part of the Crown of 
Thorng is supposed to exist in the 
collection of relics in the Cathe- 
dral of Notre Dame of Paris.

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FIGHTS THE RESCINDING 
OF DEAD MAN'S DIVORCE 


W. H. Ochsner’s Second Wife 


Attacks Decision That Gave 
$9,000,000 to No. 1. | 
Associa Press. 
BY NN FRANCISCO, Dec.  27.— 
James P. Sweeney, San Francisco 
attorney, questioned today the 
right of Judge J. E. Walsh, Gold- 
field, Nev., to set aside the divorce 
of the late W. H. Ochsner from 
his first wife, Mrs. Frances A. 
Ochsner, an action which made 
her the legal widow and heiress to 
the Stanford University geologist’s 
estimrted $9,000,000 fortune. 

Sweeney represents Ochsner’s 
second wife, now Mrs. Nancy Ochs- 
ner Baldy, Carson City, Nev. Mrs. 
Baldy contends Ochsner told her 
he had turned his valuable oil 
leases back to the Government in 
1925 at the time of their divorce 
and the community property was 
worth only about $250. Conse- 
quently she received none of the 
oil royalties from Kettleman Hills 
leases. 

Mrs. Hilda Ochsner, third wife 
of the geologist, went to bed in her 
Berkeley home Christmas eve os- 
tensibly the legal widow of Ochs- 
ner. She awoke Thursday to find 
the judge had set aside Ochs- 
ner’s divorce from his first wife 
on the ground of fraud, thereby 
making that wife the legal widow 
and heiress to Ochsner’s posthu- 
mous fortune. 

All three were engaged in a court 
fight here for the fortune when 
word came of the Nevada decision. 

Sweeney said he thought it was 
illegal for the court to set aside 
the divorce of a dead man without 
someone present to represent him. 

“Attorneys for the first Mrs, 
Ochsner got the decree set aside 
in one day without anyone being 
summoned or notified,” Sweeney 
said. “At least the administrator 
of the Ochsner estate should have 
been there.”

clared today two gambling ships 
anchored off Long Beach were 
asylums for gangsters which carry 


machine gun arsenals capable of 
blowing right out of the water any 
shipload of officers which might 
come alongside. i 

Fitts announced he would rile 
complaints charging violation of 
the State gambling laws against 
seven men arrested in a midnight 
raid on the two barges, Johanna 
Smith and Rose Isle. Other men, 
aboard the first barge but not ar- 
rested, also may be named in simi- 
lar complaints. 
Fitts and his investigators to- 
night arrested six men operating 
water taxis carrying customers to 
the Johanna Smith. Three speed 
boat taxis were seized. 

Cages to Hold Money. 

“Both of these ships are asylums 
for gangsters,” the District Attor- 
ney said. “Each has many gang- 
sters making their headquarters 
aboard. They have cages built to 
contain thousands of dollars, and 
they have machine guns and 
guards. If a shipload of officers 
came alongside, the gambling ship 
could blow it right out of the water. 
We were successful (invthe raids) 
last night and met no resistance 
because we had plenty of men and 
the raids came unneralded.”’

Senatorial conferees insist the 
bill should provide for construc- 
tion of the lines by the proposed 
Muscle Shoals corporation .with- 
out further legislation because 
they fear the additional legislation 
would meet the same opposition as 
has the present measure. ~ 

In an effort to compromise, 
Chairman McNary of the Senate 
conferees prepared to offer a sub- 
stitute measure, providing for con- 
srtuction by the Government of 
four trunk transmission lines in 
different directions from the power 
piant. To these municipalities and 
other buyers of power could build 
connecting lines. 

All other differences have been 
adjusted. A majority of the con- 
ferees accepts government opera- 
tion of the power plants and pri- 
vate operation of the nitrate plant 
for the manufacture of fertilizer.

Congressman Patman Says Only

WASHINGTON, Dec. et 
Charges that ‘‘a lobbying rdcket"” 
existed in connection with efforts 
to get cash payment on veterans’

Chairman Johnson of the House 
Veterans’ Committee said today 
that “commercialized solicitation” 
of citizens’ signatures through a 
system of charging those signing a 
petition for the cash payment 10 
cents was “extensively practiced.” 

Patman said the signatures col- 
lected by the organization Johnson 
referred to did not “represent one- 
tenth of one per cent of the senti- 
ment for a cash payment.” 

He added a proposal he had 
made for such a payment had been 
indorsed by the Veterans of For- 
eign Wars, the Disabled American 
Veterans, by many state depart- 
ments of the American Legion and 
by thousands of others. 

Chairman Hawley of the House 
Ways and Means Committee said 
today that he was against the cash 
payment plan, adding the legion at 
its national convention had not ap- 
proved it. Representative Fish of 
New York in the meantime was 
seeking legion support of his pro- 
posal to pay veterans one-fourth 
the face value of their certificates.

portance. In the night of Nov. 19 
a group of houses occupied by Ger- 
mans in Hohenbirken, near the 
German border, were invaded by 
so-Called insurgents. (It is very 
characteristic of these various high- 
handed proceedings that since the 
invasions of 1921 referred to above, 
storm troops that were engaged 
to further the cause of the Polish 
Government have been officially 
recognized by that Government and 
wear a special uniform.) 


The dwellings invaded were al- 
most entirely destroyed, the inhabi- 
tants were severely beaten with 
sticks and rubber batons, and sev- 
eral of them were beaten into un- 
consciousness and had to be taken 
to hospitals. 

Neither the local Polish authori- 
ties nor the police saw themselves 
moved to intervene. And the po- 
lice must have been cognizant of 
these happenings, for they had on 
the preceding evening witnessed a 
torchlight parade of the insurgents. 


Apprehension in Silesia. 


Similar occurrences took place 
in other parts of Polish Upper Sile- 
sia, and they have not merely 
caused the liveliest unrest among 
the inhabitants of that province. 
but also among the inhabitants on 
the other side near the German 
border, who cherish a fully justi- 
fied anxiety lest insurgent troops 
cross the unprotected border and 
attack afd misuse .the inhabitants 
of German Upper Silesia. 


These happenings, of which natu- 
rally only a few can be reported 
here, will soon have to be passed 
on by the Council of the League 
of Nations. The German Govern- 
ment has sent a note containing 
precise details of a great number 
of acts of terrorism to the Leari: 
of Nations, and has asked that the 
matter be dealt with at the next 
session of the League's Council. 
But these terrible happenings, 
which have cost the lives of 10 or 
a dozen persons, should serve as a 
warning to the whole world, so 
that a source of danger which can 
bring utterly unforeseeable conse- 
quences in its train may be done 
away with. 


Situation Grows Acute. 


Poland’s grave violations of 
rights are naturally grist for the 
German Nationalists’ mill. That 
these circles now demand with 
evemincreasing vehemence a re- 
vision of the Treaty of Versailles, 
and that the German Government 
shall announce measures for do- 
ing away with the consequences of 
war, is not to be wondered at. The 
specter of a border guard already 
shows its head in the press of cer- 
tain parties. The Committee on 
Foreign Affairs of the Reichstag 
adopted on Dec. 2 a resolution of 
all Government parties demanding 
energetic measures by the Govern- 
ment of the Reich against contin- 
ued violations of treaties by the 
Poles for years. 

The situation is becoming con- 
stantly more acute, It is fortunate 
that the majority in the German 
Reichstag clings unconditionally to 
a policy of peace, and will not de- 
part from the path of peaceful un- 
derstanding. Competent bodies, es- 
pecially the League of Nations and’ 
foreign states, should, however, 
recognize clearly the great gravity 
of the hour. The time has come 
finally to give ear to the louder 
and ever louder appeal of these op- 
pressed peoples for justice, and for

velous instrument of civilization, was de- 
scribed as a “‘fifth arm’’ of France. 

The day is coming, Coste told me, when a 
trip from France to America will be possible 
by the sky route in 48 hours, and the world 
will marvel at the feat. But Coste added, 
“an. airplane like the Question-Mark can 
transport a ton of explosive bombs for a dis- 
tance of 600 miles and return to the point of 
departure at a speed of 135 miles hourly,”’ 
which is a most significant observation. As 
a matter of fact, recent happenings in Spain 
have demonstrated the role aviation can play 
in civil as well as foreign wars. 

I recently attended an experimental attack 
on Lyons in the endeavor to discover how 
an industrial city might be protected against 
aerial invasion. 


Defense Measures Failed. 


Although the hour of the noctyrnal attack 
was known in advance, al] the precautions 
taken were in vain. Searchlights synchronized 
with cannon fire were of no avail. As far 
as actual technique is concerned, it is my 
opinion that no adequate protective means 
can be taken to preserve civilian populations 
against the new form of barbarism. 

In aviation the offensive is everything, the 
defensive almost nothing. It is amazing, 
therefore, that at the recent conferences at 
Geneva so many discussions weré devoted to 
land and naval armaments and that so little 
attention was paid to aerial wea»vons. The 
long controversy on the duration of military 
service seems to me especially a waste of 
time. 

I hope I may be excused for speaking thus 
with apparent disrespect of such highly com- 
plicated negotiations, but the formulas. al- 
ready. adopted do not bring us security since 
they aim only at a diminution of arsenal 
stores. 

Viscount Cecil in the Nov. 20 meeting made 
a sincere attempt to have land, naval and 
aerial forces limited separately, but numerous 
countries such as Jugo-Slavia, Rumania and 
France claimed the right to distribute the 
whole of their forces irrespective of the 
branches of service. Thus, it must be recog- 
nized, nation- with comparatively small man 
power could increase their offensive power 
enormously by the development of their avi- 
ation arm. It follows obviously that all their 
forces would certainly be increased in poten- 
tial destructiveness. : 

The only important recent discussion in re- 
lation to the present subject was that which 
took place at Geneva on Nov. 24. An article 
was adopted then which, if its promise is later 
fulfilled, will require all powers to indicate 
yearly the number and power of their air- 
planes and dirigibles. 


Civilian Aviators a Reserve. 


But here a grave problem is encountered, 
that of civil aviation. I observed that the 
German delegation from the very first failed 
to push this problem to the fore and even 
parried any notice taken of it. The Dutch 
delegate, Rudgers, also tried to avoid any 
debate upon the subject. Once more Viscount 
Cecil had to intervene with all his authority 
to obtain a general admission that the great 
peacetime airplanes could be quickly trans- 
formed into terrible fighting monsters. The 
French delegate, Massigli, confirmed this piece 
of sound reasoning. There was present, 


moreover, a remarkable specialist whose dem- 


onstration of this reasoning amounted to 
sheer evidence—the English Gen. Grove. 
As a matter of fact, the military authorities

Thus, 
to take only one example, Germany, having a 
highly developed civil aviation organization, 
would represent a far greater danger to 
France. than would Germany with merely a 
huge reserve of man power. 


Peace Plane and War Plane. 


The French delegate cited as a specific ex- 
ample, the Junkers G-38 commercial type, 
which, according to the explanation given to 
a Spanish Journalist by the pilot Zimmerman, 
can easily be transformed into a war craft 
armed with four small cannon and _ several 
machine guns, all capable ef being fired in 
any direction, and having the size and power 
to transport six tons of bombs and to soar 
to an altitude of 20,000 feet, although weignh- 
ing almost 33 tons. Such a ship could mock 
at any type of anti-aircraft artillery. Leav- 
ing, say, Saragossa, it could sail off to bom- 
bard Paris or London and return without 
having landed. 

There is a possibility which makes one 
reflect upon the impotence of arguments 
about man power. With the appearance of 
the Junkers G-38 one may well ask, what 
has become of the Treaty of®Versailles and 
the German decree“of July 3; 1926, forbid- 
ding the construction of military aircraft? 
Even Hugh Gibson, although hostile to any 
plan to ‘mit civil aviation, has been pro- 
foundly moved by this revelation. It is wei 
understood, too, why Count Bernstorff in the 
name of Germany has claimed continued free- 
dom of action in this matter. Easily under- 
stood also is the Polish delegate anxiety at 
Prof. Oppikoper’s report to the effect that 
Germany is developing her civil aviation 
chiefly for political reasons, 


Existing Statutes. 


The gravity of the problem, therefore, may 
readily be seen. The plan of disarmament 
that Arthur Henderson recommended not 
long ago at Cardiff with such noble sincerity, 
may be rendered vain by the development of 
commercial aviation. In obedience to the 
Treaty of Versailles Germany has destroyed 
15,700 airplanes, 27,700 motors, and 647 
hangars, but the Junkers G-38 by itself re-

The problem of limiting personnel also has 
been left unsolved, for civil aviators can 
easily be transformed into fighting pilots. 
The Canadian statute is particularly interest- 
ing in this connection. The attention of 
those who want disarmament then should de 
focused- on commercial as well as military 
aviation. All peace lovers should work for 
the establishment of permanent international 
collaboration, based on pacifistic principles, in 
all matters concerning aviation. At the pres- 
ent time aerial navigation is regulated by 
the convention of Oct. 13, 1919, but this act,

New Formula Needed. 


All this shows a general anxiety over the 
present means of controlling aerial traffic. It 
is not less true that at present, in this 
era of rampant nationalism and disorder, the 
problem of commercial aviation is compll- 
cated by narrow nationalistic viewpoints. As 
suggested by Dr. Doring, an expert on exist- 
ing air laws, and justly famous in Germany 
as legal adviser of the Deutsche Lufthansa 
Airlines, a new formula must be found, If I 
call attention to the perils which employment 
by a warring nation of such machines as the 
Junkers G-38 might entail, I must with the 
same frankness recall and approve the words 
spoken by tl Minister of the Reich at Berlin 
on March 29, 1928, when he said: “Only 
mutual international effort, completely free 
from political control and working only in an 
objective way, can lead us progressively to a 
solution of the different problems of inter- 
national air traffic.” 3 

I call this problem to the attention of all 
pacifists. It is time to act and to see that 
one of the most admirable of all inventions 
does not become an odious arm of war, a 
thousand times more dangerous and more to 
be feared than the submarine. It is a force 
capable of destroying men and their works. 
With no adequate treaties or working agree- 
ments in existence, the world must work hard 
to produce a wide and pacific air regime. 


International Control. 


For my part, I believe it will be necessary 
to create an international air office, grouping 
together all institutions created in recent 
years, unifying and continuing their efforts 
supported by the states that adhere to the 
international agreement and divided into sec- 
tions for the consideration of the most im- 
portant problems. These are the technical 
problems of air traffic and r'r laws. It would 
be a serious fault to allow aviation to become 
militarized or nationalized. In a field where 
everything is new let us get out of our old 
routine ways. The nation which first dares 
to propose a real international air code will 
render an enormous service to humanity. But 
it must consider aviation ds a whole, for it 
has been proven that In many cases civil avi- 
ation is only a mask behind which hides the

The Pope is creating a model 
miniature state on Vatican Hill out 
of the almost labyrinthine chaos of 
the crumbling monuments of an- 
tiquity, the mediaeval palaces, and 
the many temples and chapels. 
The energy of one man is recon- 
structing a city and state that is 
the acme of modern efficiency, and 
nowhere on earth is there such 
perfect blending of the gorgeous 
splendors of the past with what the 
Pontiff smilingly admitted was 
“modernization on the American 
plan.” 

Although holding fast to customs 
whose origin is often lost in the 
midst of the primitive Christian 
era, the Vatican resounds today 
with the hum of electric dynamos, 
the clatter and rumble of Ameri- 
can linotype machines and presses, 
the blare of klaxons, and the stac- 
cato crackle of a high-power radio 
station, 

Elevators now shoot up to the 
dome of St. Pcter’s and the Pope's 
apartments. Here is a modern 
railway station under construction, 
yonder’ are mouldy subterranean 
caves which have been sealed for 
centuries, but which are now hav- 
ing their mysterious interiors 
pierced to admit daylight and for 
the installation of a central heat- 
ing system and a refrigeration 
plant. 

The silver telephone tinkles 
musically, but with a touch of 
melancholy in the matchless cham- 
ber which Lucrezia Borgia used 
for a boudoir. The frescoes of 
Raphael and Michelangelo in the 
loggias are disclosed in new beauty 
under softly tinted electric lights. 


Energy and Organization. 


This enormous transformation 
which has invaded every depart- 
ment of the Vatican is due solely 
to the high ability of the Pontiff 
for organization and to his tireless 
energy. According to high ecclesi- 
astical authorities, he will be 
known in history as Pius the Great 
for the liberation of the Vatican in 
the political sense through the 
Lateran Treaty and for his ma- 
terial efforts to bring the Vatican 
into complete rhythm with modern 
times. 

The Pope modestly disclaims 
credit for the transformation which 
is going on, yet he is visibly 
pleased when visitors remark upon 
the changing aspect of his im- 
memorial domain. He is even 
secretly amused when the changes 
evoke comparison with American 
methods. In consultation with 
heads of departments as to innova- 
tions, the Pope's. usual inquiry is: 
“How is it done in America?” 

This was especially the case 
when the library was completely 
overhauled under the direction of 
a firm of American library engi- 
neers which installed a huge sys- 
tem of steel shelves for the mil- 
lions of volumes, with an intricate 
ventilation equipment to insure a 
constant temperature for the pres- 
ervation of priceless manuscripts. 
It had been found that they were 
mildewing in the fog rising from 
the Tiber. 


The Pope’s Press. 


When the Osservatore Romano, 
the official journal of Vatican, 
was transferred to the inside of 
the Vatican City to occupy a splen- 
did modern newspaper building, 
the Pontiff visited it and inspected 


machines and presses. The fore- 
man of the composing room, re- 
calling the incident, declared- that 
the Pope's eyes sparkled with 
fascination when the smooth steel 
cylinders of the presses were set 
in motion, 

While the Pope's immediate 
predecessors and their officials 
used swan quills for writing and 
other antiquated methods for rec- 
ords and correspondence, the Vati- 
cans administrative departments 
are now equipped with batteries of 
noiseless typewriters, adding ma- 
chines and such other up-to-date 
labor-saving office devices. Steel 
filing cabinets of American manu- 
facture have replaced the immense 
eculptured oaken cupboards, some 
designed by Benvenuto Cellini, or 
else steel files have been placed 
within them so that nowhere has 
their decorative exterior been 
marred. 

Swift interior communication has 
been established between the de- 
partments and the Vatican palaces 
with their 12,000 chambers, and is 
unmatched for efficiency through- 
out the European chancellories 
with the possible exception of Ger- 
many. Others still follow eigh-

In former days, it often hap- 
pened that some cardinals arrived 
too late to participate in the Papal 
elections owing to the distances 
they had to cover. Pope Pius is 
anxious to avoid such delays in the 
future, and in recent years he has 
always expressed pleasure when he 
learned that missionaries were trav- 
ling to their far-away posts by air- 
plane. 


Interested in Flyers. 


When three Chinese bishops call- 
ed two weeks ago, the Pope in part. 
ing expressed the hope to see them 
again next year. The bishops shook 
their heads; that was impossible, 
they said, as it took them almost 
three months to reach their 
dioceses in the interfor of Mon«o- 
lia. But the Pontiff reminded them 
that there are always airplanes to 
be had. It is a well-known fact 
that prelates who arrive by airplane 
are always granted longer private 
audiences than others, the Pope in- 
quiring into the most minute detailg 
of their journey. 

The Pope also follows the aero- 
nautical news from all over the 
world, and is always keenly inter- 
ested in such exploits as the voy- 
ages of the Graf Zeppelin and the 
present flight of 12 Italian air- 
planes under Gen, Balbo to South 
America, 

At present the Vatican Is a seeth- 
ing beehive of activity. There is 
building in progress on all sides, 
one of the outstanding construc- 
tions being the vast dormitories of 
the American College which are 
nearing completion. These build- 
ings are in utter contrast with the 
older edifices as they represent 
modern perfection, and long before 
his seclusion was terminated by the 
Lateran Treaty and before the in- 
Stallation of the elevator to the 
dome of St. Peter's, the Pontiff 
climbed the stairs to the roof of 
the basilica and in the company of 
his architects surveyed the pro- 
ress being made on the dormi- 
tories through binoculars. And now 
he frequently stops there on his 
drives in the afternoon and makes 
inquiries. 

The most pretentious work un- 
der construction is the Governor's 
palace directly behind St. Peter's 
and overlooking the Eternal City. 
This building is the Pope's pride, 
as it is equipped with every device 
of modern planning. 


No Passports, Polite Guards. 


The Vatican is the only state in 
Europe which has abolished the 
passport nuisance. Yet all comers 
are challenged at the gates of the 
city-state by sentinels, who, how- 
ever, under direction of instruc- 
tions from the Pope, act with the 
utmost courtesy and reply to the 
visitors in almost any language 
under the sun.

It may well be that Alfred E. Smith does not be- 
long in the traditional Democratic party any more 
than Senator Norris or his progressive associates be- 
long in the traditional Republican party. In that 
premise Dr. Dewey’s judgment of both major par- 
ties may stand as written. But, regardless of party 
philosophies and traditions, the undeniable truth 
is that the world of 1930 can no more be directed by 
the political preachments of a century ago than can 
modern industry be operated by the business prac- 
tice of a century ago. In industry individualism is 
gone. The corporation killed it. It introduced col- 
lectivism, which has evolved with bewildering ve- 
locity into stupendous magnitude. Roosevelt foresaw 
that far back in the days of his vice presidency when, 
in his Minneapolis speech, he declared, “We shall have 
to shackle cunning as our fathers shackled force.” 
Manifestly we cannot permit any special interest to 
control our Government under the pretense of fidelity 
to an outworn political philosophy. 
And what, after all, is the heresy of the Democrat- 
ic Smiths and Republican Norrises and Independent 
Deweys? It is simply this: that the Government 
must function in the interest of th8 great mass of 
the people, by such means and energy as this new 
world of ours demands. The readjustment will not 
be easy. But the cost, whatever it is, must be paid. 
The old order passeth, giving way to the new. The 
third party is coming. It is coming with a rush. 
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CAPT. McKINLEY’S RETIREMENT. 

Bills introduced by Senator Hawes and Representa- 
tive Niedringhaus propose the retirement of Capt. 
Ashley C. McKinley of St. Louis with the rank of 
Captain in the United States Air Corps. Capt. Mc- 
Kinley, who served as First Lieutenant and Captain 
in the Air Corps during the war, was third in com- 
mand of the Byrd South Pole party and directly re- 
sponsible for the very important photographic sur- 
veys. He was one of the four men who, on Nov. 
28-29, 1929, took off from Little America and made 
the 19-hour flight to the South Pole and return. The 
others were Admiral Byrd, in command, Balchen, the 
pilot, and June, the radio operator. 

Admiral Byrd, whose word is conclusive evidence 
of Capt. McKinley’s ability and deservingness, is urg- 
ing Congfess to grant McKinley’s retirement with 
a Captain’s ranking. We join him in suggesting 
that this action would be a most fitting reward for 
distinguished and patriotic service. 
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NICOT, FATHER OF NICOTINE. 

The story of how Sir Walter Raleigh introduced 
the use of tobacco to Europe, and was doused with a 
pail of water bya servant who saw him pioneering 
with a pipe, is merely a pleasant folk legend to the 
French, They know better, for their historians back 
the claim of Jean Nicot, diplomat, priest and lexicog- 
rapher, as the father of tobacco, who introduced the 
weed 27 years before Rafeigh asked his Queen to have 
a stogy. And full proof, they say, is embodied in the 
very name of his protegee, Lady Nicotine. Paris has 
just celebrated the 400th anniversary of Nicot’s birth 
with appropriate burning of the fragrant leaf in his 
honor. There was a tobacco congress, smoking con- 
tests for men and women and, inevitably, election of 
a Mile. Tabac. 

Sir James M. Barrie, who honored his genius by ac- 
claiming tobacco and then ignobly quit smoking, is 
not of the Nicot school. His hero is Sir Walter 
Raleigh, for what, he asks, could have launched 
the “magnificent deeds and noble literature” of the 
Elizabethan age but tobacco?

FINAL DIGGING 


DONE WITH TROWEL 


Burial Platform Unearthed 
Is Different From Any 
Other So Far Discovered, 
Expert Declares. 


The demands of truck farming, 
undoing in @ few weeks by steam 
shovel the long labor of the mound 
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puilders, have resulted in the ac- 
quisition of considerable new mzu- | 
terial for archeological study and 
in one discovery thought to be) 
ynique. 

Taking three-ton bites in the In- 
dian mound an acre and a half| 
fn extent on Powell Brothers’ farm 
near East St. Louis last week, the) 
steam shovel struck a thin yellow 
stratum halfway to the top of the 
$0-foot tumulus, The Powells 
recognized it as a matt of bones 
eompressed by the tons of earth 
above. 

Gg. W. Clancy, field assistant to 
Director A. R. Kelly of the Illinois 
Archeological Explorations, who 
was watching, asked for time to 
excavate the burial platform § by 
hand. The contractor, H. H. Hall, 
had been working seven days a 
week to complete the job while 
favorable weather continued. The 
Powells were eager to have the 
work finished promptly, so that 
“dead” earth, used to fill in 
about 15 acres of swamp, might 
freeze and thaw so to regain its 
tillable quality. .

But they and the contractor had 
the amateur. interest in these 
scantily understood prehistoric 


works common to life-long resi- 
dents in the vicinity of the great 
Cahokia group of mounds on Col- 
linsville road. So they agreed to 
suspend operations and put the 
shovel to work on another part of 
the mound, 


Lent to Illinois U. 

Clancy obtained approval of 
Prof. Kelly for his project, hired 
a.crew and, with Will and Fred 
Powell lending a hand, went to 
Work with pick and shovel and 
dynamite. They began Christmas 
eve, continued Christmas day and 
yesterday, sent a treasured store 
of relics, with carefully taken sam- 
ples of the burial platform, to the 
University of Illinois for extensive 
Study by Prof. Kelly. These relics 
were lent to the university by the 
Powells. 

Bits of flint but no recognizable 
flint artifacts were unearthed. 
Scattered through the top of the 
mound, likewise, were fragments of 
Pottery. Clancy described it as 
distinctly high-grade, but pointed 
Out that it seemed to have been 
carried up incidentally with the 
dirt as the mound was built. He 
said that it was shell-tempered, 
and that some of it had a red slip 
er finishing coat of very fine clay. 
The diggers were able roughly to 
discern the outlines of distinct 
basket loads of earth dumped on 
the tumulus unknown centuries 
azo. 

Final Digging Done With Trowel. 

As they neared the burial plat- 
form, Clancy stopped the other 
diggers and continued the work 
/ With trowel. On top was what 
once had been a woven mat of 
cornhusks or some broad-bladed 
Brass. Below was a thin layer of 
bark, fallen to powder. Imbedded 
“In its under side was the first of 
three or four layers of smal! shells.

Burial Platform Unusual. 
So far as known, no burial plat- 
form of such elaborate structure 
has previously been unearthed. 
Three platforms similarly elevated 
were found in a mound about a mile 
east of Powell brothers’ farm by 
Prof. Warren K. Moorehead in ex- 
plorations made several years ago 
for the university and Eastern in- 
stitutions, but they were made sim- 
ply of baked earth and were 
thought to have been used for cer- 
emonial functions, possibly dances. 
Prof. Moorehead’s excavations dis- 
clesed a similar platform at the 
base of a smaller mound, bearing 
basin-like clay altars surrounded 
by a nine-foot circle of tepee poles 
—too small for uses other than 
symbolical—and a 13-foot circular 
trench, which he thought repre- 
sented the sun. 
The shell blanket covered the 
southeast portion of the 6x8 foot 
section of the platform left undis- 
turbed by the steam shovel in the 
Powell brothers’ mound. On the 
bare north side of the platform 
Clancy uncovered two sticks, ap- 
parently of cedar, respectively two 
and four feet-long, forming adja- 
cent sides of a rectangle, as though 
to frame a burial place. 
Within the putative burial frame 
were some skull fragments, partly 
surrounded by a necklace of 31 
beads. The beads wer ediscs 1 to 
1% inches in diameter and % to 
¥% inch thick. Clancy thinks they 
are not made of ivory, but of 
conch shell. 

Copper Relics Found. 

Under the shell blanket he 
found bits of copper corroded to 
a bright green.

ON 1930 EXPORTS 


39 Pct. Increased Trade or Kept 
Even — 20 Out of 40 
Answer Questionnaire. 


Incomplete returns on a ques- 
tionnaire sent to 40 leading St. 
Louis exporting firms by the 
Chamber of Commerce Foreign 
Trade Bureau indicate that 39 per 
cent of such farms either increased 
their export business during 1930 
or kept even with their records of 
the previous year. The remaining 
61 per cent showed decreases, Of 
the 40 firms to whom question- 
naires were sent, however, only 20 
have replied. 

One shoe manufacturing com- 
pany reported that its total dollar 
sales of 1930 were .023 per cent 
below those of 1929, but pointed 
out that the volume of goods sold 
increased .08 per cent and profits 
1.71 per cent over those of the pre- 
vious year. Declining prices, the 
company explained, mean that vol- 
ume must be increased consider- 
ably to bring dollar sales up to the 
mark of last year, when prices were 
high.

PUBLIC BUILDING 
NEEDS 4'/, BILLIONS 


NEW YORK, Dec. 27.—More 
than $4,500,000,000 of public im- 
provements, including Federal, 
state, county, municipal and indus- 
trial construction, are needed in 
the United States at the present 
time, according to a report just 
completed by 8. W. Straus & Co., 
in co-operation with 236 chambers 
of commerce in leading cities of 
the country. 

In this $4,500,000,000 of con- 
struction reported by these vari- 
ous organizations as needed, no 
allowance is included for such pri- 
vate work as residential bulldings, 
office structures, apartments, the- 
aters, factories, etc. The survey 
covers only such major public 
works as bridges, highways, civic 
buildings and grade _ crossings. 
About $1,200,000,000 of this con- 
struction is now going forward 
while approximately $3,300,000,- 
000 is being held up, delayed’ or 
postponed for various reasons, 

According to the report, the 
$4,500,000,000 total constitutes a 
conservative estimate of the 
amount of public construction con- 
templated throughout the country. 
Many important cities and states 
were unable to supply the neces- 
sary data, and in many cases dollar 
valuations were not available. Ev- 
ery effort was made by the com- 
pilers to keep the estimates within 
the bounds of reasonable expect- 
ancy. 

Much of the public improvement 
work as pending or delayed is be- 
ing planned for the immediate fu- 
ture. In New York‘ City, for ex- 
ample, the reported need for sub- 
ways is approximately $888,000,- 
000, of which $450,000,000 is un- 
der construction, while the balance 
of $438,000,000 is to be provided 
for in the regular subway building 
program.

Now I am going to take center 
forward football. A most difficult 
position, but one full of great re- 
ward and praise if properly ex- 
ploited. Years ago I wasa center 
forward; in fact, I gatned all my 
international cats with Scotland in 
this position. Theré are two very 
mistaken ideas about this position. 
One is that a center forward is 
judged only upon the goals he 
scores, and the second that he must 
career down the middle of the field 
every time he gets the ball. 

The first, of course, borders upon 
being a stupid theory. The center 
forward’s main job is to act as a 
connecting link between the two 
wings.

LEADS LEAGUE 
IN EFFICIENCY 


By Herman Wecke. 


Although he was able to win but 
17 games while losing 15, Dazzy 
Vance, the right-handed ace of the 
Brooklyn club, was the most. ef- 
fective hurler in the National 
League during 1930, averages re- 
leased today reveal. Vance, work- 
ing in 259 innings, permitted only 
75 earned runs, an average of 2.61 
each nine -mnings. This was by 
far the best figure among a set of 
statistics in which the average 
earned run totals ran higher than 
in previous campaigns. 

For instance, among the twirlers 
in at least 10 com- 
plete games, Carl Hubbell, the 
Giant southpaw, was second with 
3.87, showing that he allowed a 
run more each game than did 
Vance. Among the twirlers who 
did not work in’10 complete bat- 
tles, Hollis Thurston, another 
Brooklyn hill artist, was the pace- 
maker with 3.40. 

Grimes Ranked Fifth. 

The veteran Burleigh Grimes, 
obtained in June to pitch the Car- 
dinals to a pennant, was the most 
effective twirler on Manager Gabby 
Street’s staff. Grimes ranked fifth 
in the league with an unusually 
high earned-run figure of 4.07 each 
nine-inning game. Jess Haines, 
another veteran, was eleventh, with 
4.30, while Bill Hallahan ranked 
sixteenth, yielding 4.67 earned tal- 
lies a game. These were the only 
three pitchers on -the Cardinals’ 
1930 staff who went the distance 
in at least 10 games. 

Hallahan was the -leader in two 
departments. He struck out 177 
batters to take the strikeout honors 
away from Vance by four whiffs. 
Hallahan also proved the wild man 
of the circuit, passing 126 batters. 

The 1930 averages mark the 
passing of Grover Alexander. He 
worked in only 22 innings for the 
Phillies and lost three games. Dur- 
ing his lifetime he took part in 


696 games and chalkéd up 378 vic- 
tories, which stands as a ee

PASS 3. This pass to center-half 
is not so much in the hope of get- 
ting a return pass, but to open up 
the gamé when you are crowded 
Invariably your center-half will 
either pass out to the wings or give 
a short pass to your inside forward, 
who will draw a man ktefore pass- 
ing the ball to you. 

PASS 4. This is a pass to the 
outside right. This must be a for- 
ward pass. The ideal place is 
about three yards in front of the 
winger, so that he can take the 
ball in his stride. Your task is now 
to watch for a center. If you have 
put the ball out to the right, then 
you must go toward inside left. Go 
sufficiently far over to the left so 
that you can run in and keep your 
eye on the ball. You must not be in 
the awkward position of having to 
run back. 

PASS 5. This is the same as four, 
except that the pass is to the left, 
and you must go to the right for 
the return pass. 

Perfect these passes and you will 
not only become a goal scorer, you 
will really lead your attack and 
become the connecting link that is 
so often missing in this role,

ON ARENA CARD

Frank Kartheiser of Chicago, 
star bowler of the famous Mineral-

At the end of the second game, 
however, the Chicago star recov- 
ered control of his famous sweep- 
ing hook and started mowing down 
Ray’s lead until he finally forged 
ahead, holding what looked like a 
commanding lead of 95 pins at the 
end of the eighth game. Holmes 
picked up 37 pins in the ninth ses- 
sion, 228 to 191, and then turned 
in a big 255 against 201 for 
Kartheiser in the finale to fall short 
of victory by four pins. Ray need- 
ed a double in the final frame to 
win, but an obstinate ten pin which 
refused to fall in the eleventh 
frame deprived him of a final 
chance to win after staging a great 
uphill struggle. 

Kartheiser will roll two more lo- 
cal stars during his visit here, op- 
posing Lee Martin of the Witter 
Razz at 2 o'clock this afternoon 
while in the final 10-game series 
at 8 p. m. he will take the drives 
against Otto Stein Jr., also a mem- 
ber of the Razz and long regarded 
as this city’s best exponent of the 
match play game. 

Martin is substituting for Jim 
Wilson of the South Side Chevro- 
lets, who is prevented from rolling 
by a badly split thumb. Martin re- 
cently averaged over 220 pins per 
game in a 10-game special match 
rolled at the Washington.

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BUILDING INDUSTRY 
REVIVAL NECESSARY 


The Dollar Spent in Construc- 
tion Represents About Eighty 


Cents in Wages. 


George C. Smith, director of the 
Industrial Bureau of St. Louis, says 
that there is probably no industry, 
certainly no major industry, which 
affects unemployment as directly 
as does the building industry. “A 
dollar spent in building construc- 
tion,” he said, “goes more com- 
tletely into wages than does a dol- 
lar spent for almost any other 
thing. It is generally estimated 
that a construction dollar repre- 
sents 80 to 85 cents in wages.”’ 

In making this estimate he did 
not refer to construction wages 
alone, but included compensation 
paid for labor in the production of 
the building materials and in their 
transportation from the mine, for- 
est or quarry to the factory and 
from the factory to the construc- 
tion job. 

“Those generall:- familiar with 
the subject are emphasizing the 
need for stimulating the construc- 
tion industry in order to relieve the 
present unemployment situation,” 
said Smith, “but they were not 
thinking solely or perhaps, even 
primarily of unemployment in the 
building trades. They obviously 
had in mind also the large number 
of laborers to be employed in the 
factories and back of the factories 
those engaged in producing the raw 
building materials, as well as of 
the labor of railroads and trucking 
companies needed to transport 
these materials.”’ 

Smith has been authorized by 
the Industrial Club of St. Louis to 
direct the industrial relations work 
of the Citizens’ Committee for the 
Relief of Unemployment. In dis- 
cussing emergency methods of re- 
lief he declared that for a return 
to normal business conditions the 
St. Louis district must depend up- 
on a revival of the building indus- 
try.

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Federal } Biseric System 
Has Many Ramitications 


St. Louis Unit and Its Branches Handle More 
Than 150,000 Transit Items Daily and 
Provide Co-ordination. _ 


C. M. Stewart, assistant Federal 
reserve agent of the Federal Re- 
serve Bank of St. Louis, says that 
one of the most important pieces 
of financial legislation ever enact- 
ed in the United States was that 
which established the Federal Re- 
serve System, Nov. 16, 1914. In 
discussing the benefits of the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank to St. Louis and 
other parts of the Eighth Federal 
Reserve District, Mr. Stewart said 
the purposes of.the act, as stated 
in its title, were to provide for the 
establishment of Federal Reserve 
Banks, to furnish an elastic cur- 
rency, to afford means of redis- 
counting commercial paper, etc. 
‘These provisions were designed to 
remedy defects in the financial 
system, and to increase its strength 
and efficiency. One of the major 
defects of the old system was the 
lack of co-ordination. in commer- 
cial banking. There were about 
7500 national banks, operating un- 
der Federal law, and more than 
twice as many State banks and 
trust companies, subject to the 
laws of the various states. They 
were independent units, without 
efficient means of co-operation or 
concerted action, especially in 
times of stress. 

“Under the Federal reserve “act, 
the United States was divided into 
12 districts, in each of which was 
placed a Federal Reserve Bank. 
The act enabled both national and 
state banks to co-operate through 
the reserve banks, and _ in turn 
placed the 12 reserve institutions 
under supervision of a _ Federal 
Reserve Board in Washington. 
This arrangement has provided co- 
ordination and leadership in bank- 
ing activities. The Federal Reserve 
Banks are mainly banks for banks, 
but their benefits accrue to all. 


“National banks are required to 
be members of the system, while 
State banks and trust companies 
may become members if they de- 
sire and if they meet the require- 
ments. The member banks possess 
about two-thirds of the entire 
banking resources of the country. 


“A serious fault of the old ar- 
rangement was the inelasticity of 
credit. There was no definite 
means whereby banks could obtain 
funds when needed, particularly 
in panicky times. The bulk of 
bank reserves were deposited with 
other commercial banks, which 
loaned or invested the greater por- 
tion. Hence they were: scattered 
and were not available for effect- 
ive use. In addition, there was 
no way of quickly shifting credit 
from one section of the country 
to another to meet seasonal de- 
mands or emergencies. 


“The Federal Reserve Act not 
Only pooled the legal reserves of 
member banks in the Federal Re- 
serve Banks, but it required the 
members to purchase stock in the 
reserve banks and provided for the 
latter to receive Government de- 
posits, etc. It authorized the re- 
serve institutions to use these funds 
(except 35 per cent reserve against 
deposits) for credit purposes. The 
Act also permitted the reserve 
banks to augment their credit ex- 
tending ability by issuing circulat- 
ing notes. In this way, a flexible 
credit system was providefi. 

“The Federal Reserve Banks are 
authorized to rediscount for mem- 
ber banks, obligations arising out 
of agricultural, industrial or com- 
mercial transactions, or to _  dis- 
count their promissory notes se-

Also, the Federal Re- 
serve Board may permit or require 
one reserve bank to rediscount for 
another. In addition, the reserve 
institutions may purchase and sell, 
in the open market, acceptances. 
United States obligations, etc. and 
deal in or make loans on gold. At 
present the Federal Reserve Bank 
of St. Louis and its branches hold 
about $15,000,000 of paper dis- 
counted for the member banks. 

“Tnelasticity of currency was 
another outstanding flaw of. the 
old. plan. Almost a third of the 
money in circulation consisted of 
national bank notes secured by 
Government bonds, while the re- 
mainder consisted of gold, gold cer- 
tificates, silver, silver certificates, 
Civil War greenbacks, Treasury 
notes of 1890. and minor coin. 
These circulating media did not ex- 
pand or contract in accordance 
with business demands. 

“The Federal Reserve act rem- 
edied this defect by authorizing the 
reserve banks to issue Federal Re- 
serve notes against the eligible pa- 
per acquired and at least 40 per 
cent gold. Besides being so se- 
cured, these notes are obligations 
of the United States and a first 
lien on the assets‘of the issuing re- 
serve bank. This furnished a cur- 
rency partly secured by self-liqui- 
dating paper, and experience has 
demonstrated that it is elastic and 
sound. Federal Reserve notes rep- 
resent about 30 per cent of the to- 
tal money in circulation. 


“Under the old system, there was 
no-nation-wide plan for collecting 
checks at par. Various arrange- 
ments were made to avoid or re- 
duce the charges i.:posed by many 
banks for collecting out-of-town 
checks or paying checks on them- 
selves when received from outside 
sources. AS a result, items were 
routed circuitously, which delayed 
collections and tied up funds. 


*“‘Each Federal Reserve Bank ex- 
ercises clearing functions for its 
members and non-member cléar- 
ing banks, and the 12 reserve insti- 
tutions maintain a gold settlement 
fund in Washington, through which 
clearings between them are con- 
summated daily over private wires. 
The law prohibits exchange charges 
against the reserve banks, and they 
handle, without charge, all checks 
which are collectible at par. Asa 
rule, items are routed directly to 
the places of payment, which saves 
considerable time and keeps the 
float at a minimum. The Federal 
Reserve Bank of St. Louis and its 
branches handle an average of 
over 150,000 transit items daily. 


“Before establishment of the 
Federal Reserve System, a bank 
needing funds in another city pur- 
chased “exchange” from a dealer 
or asked its correspondent to make 
the transfer. The cost fluctuated 
with the supply and demand. It 
was often necessary to make heavy 
shipments of currency, which in- 
volved expense and hazard. 

*‘Now transfers of funds between 
member banks in a district are 
made through their reserve ac- 
counts at the Federal Reserve 


Bank. Transfers from one district 
to another are effected through 
the gold settlement fund in Wash- 
ington over the private wires. The

Banks act as fiscal agents and de- 
positaries of the United. States 
Government, receiving and dis- 
bursing funds for its account. They 
absorbed most of the work of the 
subtreasuries, and the latter were 
abolished in 1921. 


“Each Federal Reserve Bank is 
governed by a board of nine di- 
rectors. Three, designated Class A, 
represent banks or the lenders of 
money; three, termed Class B, rep- 
resent agriculture, commerce and 
industry, or the borrowers of 
money; and three, known as Class 
C, represent the Government or the 
public. They serve for terms of 
three years each. The 12 reserve 
institutions are under general 
supervision of the Federal Reserve 
Board in Washington. The board 
is composed of eight members— 
the Secretary of the Treasury and 
the Comptroller of the Currency, 
ex-officio members, and six others, 
who are appointed by the Presi- 
dent with advice and consent of 
the Senate. The latter six serve for 
terms of 10 years each. There also 
exists a Federal Advisory Council, 
which is composed of 12 members, 
one elected by each reserve bank. 
This council meets in Washington 
at least four times a year. It has 
power to confer with the Federal 
Reserve Board concerning affairs 
of the system. 

“Through war and peace, the 
Federal Reserve System has dem- 
onstrated its efficiency and value.

City Life Standby of Theater 


HE coming of ‘Street Scene” to 

the Shubert with its story of 

city life, recalls that in the old 
days of the when it was 
the custom of the 
established permanent companies, 
which were spotted in all the larg- 
er cities of the country, to change 
their bills almost every week; they 
relied on what they called the 
“standby.” This expression cov- 
ered such plays as could be de- 
pended upon for a full house and 
that repeated well. 

The best and most popular of 
these plays were about city life. 
The real old theatergoers will re- 
member “Mose, the Fireman,” 
“Nan, the Newsboy,” “The Boy De- 
tective,”” “The Phoenix,” with its 
now famous catchline “and the vil- 
lain shall pursue her.” 

The dignified Augustin Daly, to 
meet this craze, wrote “‘Under the 
Gaslight,”’ probably the greatest fi- 
nancial success he ever had; Dion 
Boucicault wrote “After Dark,” 
which has recently revived with 
great success. 

Of all the plays having the city 
as a background, none was more 
popular than “The Streets of New 
York.” originally produced under 
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theater,

LONG in the 70's, Harrigan and 
A tir a variety act (the term 

vaudeville had not yet come 
into use) started doing short pieces 
founded on incidents of New York 
life. Their first hit was “The Mul- 
ligan Guards’’—a short sketch— 
and they gradually lengthened out 
their plays to a full night’s bill. 
Some of their best known successes 
were “The Mulligan Guard Ball,” 
“Squatter Sovereignty” and “Mc- 
Sorley’s Inflation.” 

With the passing of Harrigan— 
his partner, Hart having died— 
came Al Woods, Sam H. Harris, 
Owen Davis, father of Owen Davis 
Jr., who is with the company at the 
Orpheum Theater, and Theodore 
Kremer. This group of producers 
and rapid-fire writers provided ma- 
terial about metropolitan life all 
through the '90s. Any sensational 
happening was put into a play, 
sometimes within a week, by either 
David or Kremer, while Harris and 
Woods spread them all over the 
map. “On the Bowery,” ‘“‘The Fa- 
tal Wedding.” “‘Nellie. the Beauti- 
ful Cloak Model,” ‘‘Bertha, the 
Sewing Machine Girl,” found 
crowded audiences from coast to 
coast. Then a young song and 
dance man, George M. Cohan, came 
over the horizon with “45 Minutes 
from Broadway” and a dozen other 
New York entertainments. He 
cashed in and is still doing so. 

A new era of plays about city 
life was inaugurated by the sensa- 
tional success of ‘“‘Within the Law.” 
It made a million (sure proof of 
its popularity with the theatergoing 
public) founding the success of the 
Selwyns and 
Cowl. This type of play is with us 
yet—as attested by the popularity 
of “Broadway.”

T this time, every season, one 
Ac the national film trade mag- 
azines gathers the opinions of 
movie critics, far and wide, as to 
the Ten Best motion pictures of the 
year. Certain pictures, released 
after Dec. 1, are not considered in 
the year’s list, as they have not yet 
received a complete showing 
throughout the country. This acts 
as a bar to naming “Morocco,” one 
of the finest of the year, although 
“Min and Bill” was let in.

Missouri Leads 
In Elimination of 
Grade Crossings 


Only 200 Left of. 731 That 
Were on State System of 
7640 Miles in 1921. 


The Missouri State Highway sys- 
tem is far in advance of all other 
state road systems in eliminating 
railroad grade crossings. When 


the Centennial! Road Law was 
passed in 1921, there were 731 
railroad grade crossings on the 
roads designated as the state high- 
way system. Relocation of roads 
has eliminated 350 of these grade 
crossings. 

In the past eight years, the 
State Highway Department has co- 
operated with the railroads in 
building 170 grade separations 
(underpass and overhead cross- 
ings) leaving only 200 grade cross- 
ings on the entire system of 7640 
miles. When the state road sys- 
tem is completed in 1934, there 
will be less than 100 grade cross- 
ings on the state system. 

An example of what grade sep- 
arations mean to the traveling pub- 
lic is illustrated in the construc- 
tion of U. S. 66 between St. Louis 
and Springfield. Formerly, there 
wsre 33 grade crossings on this 
much traveled highway. By relo- 
cation of the roadways, every 
grade-crossing has been done away 
with, and three overhead bridges 
carry the highway traffic Over in- 
tersecting railroads. The average

CLEVELAND REDISCOUNT RATE 
REDUCED TO 3 PER CENT 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 27.—The 
Federal Reserve Board announced 
today that the Federal Reserve 
Bank ef Cleveland had reduced its 
rediscount rate from 3% per cent to 
3 per cent on all classes of paper 
effective Dec. 29.

Seymour Knox, 
also of Buffalo, and 
a millionaire many 
times over, was an- 
other victim of the 
gang. He paid $22.- 
000 for a “Stuart” 
painting of Washing- 
ton, the real value 
of which was $12. 

Edwin Sibley Webster, of the pow- 
erful banking and public utilities con- 
cern of Stone & Webster, also pur- 
chased a ‘‘Gilbert Stuart’ painting of 
Washington as an original. He is said 
to have paid $62,500 for the paint- 
ing. He, however, has received back 
$32,500 of the purchase price from the 
dealer who acted as his agent when he 
learned that the ‘“Stuart’’ was but a 


copy. 
The Boston millionaire banker 
is now trying to get the  bal- 


ance due him on the alleged fraudu- 
lent sale. 

Another of ‘“‘Stuart’s Washingtons’”’ 
was sold to a Kansas City millionaire 
art patron for $60,000. 

Thus three copies of the ‘‘Washing- 
ton of Stuart,’’ which originally cost 
a total of $36, were sold for the sum 
uf $144,500. 

In Boston, the art racketeers scored 
heavily. A Brookline man’ paid $28.,- 
000 for a “Rembrandt,”’ the value of 
which was exactly $35. A Marble- 
head woman, regarded as one of 
the keenest judges of art in the 
East, paid $10,009 for a small tea

A Boston expert, whose 


name is now being withheld 
by District Attorney Foley, 
has said that in Kan- 
sas City the museum 
has been victimized to 
the extent of several 
hundred thousand dol- 
lars in a year by the 
art and antique rack- 
eteers. 

According to the 
Boston police the un- 
loading of the ques- 
iionable portraits of 
“George Washington 
by Stuart’ has been the 
work of the elusive 
Wilbur J. Cooke. These 
paintings, supposed to 
have been originals of 
the few remaining 
from the 100 which 
Gilbert Stuart did of 
Washington, originally 
sold for $100 each. 
One now in the Metropolitan Museum 
of New York is given a valuation of 
$150,00, and one hung in the Boston 
Museum of Fine Arts is estimated to 
be worth upward of $75,000. 


S THE search for Cooke goes on. 
At searchers continue to delve 


into his past, with interesting re- 
sults. It has been learned that he be- 
gan his antique career following the 
death of his first wife. He fell heir toa 
number of antiques. Later he married 
Mrs. Huyler. A legal notice issued in 
New York a short time ago announced 
that Mrs. Huyler-Cooke would not be 
further responsible for Cooke's debts. 
It was learned a prominent Back Bay 
art patron had loaned Cooke $3500, 
but learning he had been charged with 
a $25,000 forgery in Holyoke, had de- 
manded and received his $3590. 
During the presentation of the evi- 
dence before the Suffolk County grand 
jury, which led to the exposure of the 
art swindle ring, one of those who tes- 
tified was Henry W. Flogel, a gifted 
painter of New York City. 
It is known that Flogel painted

certain china which ‘‘Mr. Chicago,” a 
Japanese proprietor of a New York art 
gallery, had repaired. It now develops 
that Cooke had this repairing done 
under the name of Mr. Welch. 

The Boston authorities have also 
learned that ‘‘Mr. Chicago’’ and Flogel 
worked in similar capacities on a set 
of ‘‘rare’’ china which was presented 
the Anderson Museum in New York 
City. The authorities of Boston say 
that Flogel’s connection with the 
transaction Was entirely innocent. 

The donor enlisted the assistance of 
Edward A. Crowninshield, the expert, 
and the latter called in another expert 
to verify his opinion that the rare- 
ness of this china was faked. The gift 
was withdrawn from the Anderson 
museum. 

Revelation thrt Edward J. Holmes, 
millionaire director of the Boston 
Museum of Fine Arts, was first vic- 
timized for $35,000 for two bogus 
Cima de Congeliano paintings, and on 
being allowed to return the spurious 
oils, received from the same source a 
Velasquez, “Portrait of a Man,’’ which 
hung in the Museum for two months 
before it was taken down as a fake, 
was one of the developments in the 
Boston investigation. As a result of 
this transaction, the Boston art 
patron was fleeced out of $95,000. 

“The Portrait of a Man” has been 
relegated to obscurity in the store- 
rooms at the Boston Museum. Before 
its arrival in Boston, this same paint- 
ing had an honored place for a short 
time on the walls of the Metropolitan 
Museum in New York City, and prior 
to that had hung in Italian art gal- 
leries. The work of making a spurious 
painting appear much like an original, 
even to the point of fooling some ex- 
perts, has been made possible by the 
practice, permitted a number of years 
ago, which allows the touching up 
from time to time of originals in order 
to restore what is known as the “Gold 
glow.” 

The practice originated in Europe 
and at the present time is being 
copied by many in this country. It 
was this ‘touching up’’ process which 
is held responsible for the flooding of 
the country with copies of Stuart's 
paintings of Washington by the art 
racketeers. 

One of the chief prerequisites of 
the art swindle gang was, of course, 
an art lover with plenty of money. The 
more he had, the more he lost. The 
bigger he was in his class, the harder 
he fell. The more he thought he knew 
about paintings and antiques, the more 
he discovered he didn't know about 
these cultural symbols, after a skir- 
mish with the swindlers. And the more 
he got stung for, the quieter he re- 
mained. 

In the present investigation, the 
plaint of District Attorney Foley is 
that scores of prominent people

throughout the United States, who 
have been fleeced of huge amounts. 
are keeping a asatill tongue. 

There are not a few cases on rec- 
ords where the experts, who have been 
called in professionally to examine 
paintings, have been importuned by 
their wealthy clients to say nothing 
when a fake has been discovered. The 
victims of the art swindlers would 
rather lose their money, says the Dis- 
trict Attorney, than have the news 
circulated that they have been duped. 

In determining whether or not a 
painting is spurious, art collectors to- 
day have the aid of the scientist. The 
Fogg Art Museum of Harvard Univer- 
sity is doing a lot of valuable research 
work on the old masters with the help 
of the X-ray. 

Well known, for instance, is the 
nature of an X-ray picture of the hand 
or any other bony member of the 
human body. The bones, heavier and 
denser than the surrounding flesh, ap- 
pear as dark shadows. 


HE X-ray of the canvas has the 
same application, for the oil sur- 
face of the original painting has 
hardened and its outlines show on the 
film as a heavy shadow. The nature of 
the paint has something to do with an 
X-ray examination of a canvas. Today, 
much of the coloring used by artists is 
made from vegetable compounds, while 
the old-time artists used metallic and 
mineral paints. The vegetable paints 
are in a state of suspension, that is, it 
takes a long time for them to 
thoroughly dry. Naturally, too, the 
mineral paints offer more resistance to 
the light rays than do vegetable com- 
pounds. 

As to the forgeries in this latest of 
swindles, the Boston police, assisted by 
the authorities of New York and Buf 
falo, believe they will shortly have in 
custody the ring leaders of the racket. 
They do not believe that Mrs. Doran 
was the dupe of Cooke and Mrs. 
Saunders, calling attention to the fact 
that nearly a score of art connolis- 
seurs and antique collectors have come 
forward to te'l their ead experiences 
with the woman. 

Mrs. Doran was born in Holyoke. 
Massachusetts, and is forty-nine years 
of age. She has been engaged in art 
collecting and dealing in antiques for 
a number of vears. About twelve 
years ago she married Joseph H 
Doran. 

She is the daughter of an old family 
whose ancestors settied at what was 
known as Smith's Ferry, when it was 
part of Northampton. For many years 
she has been prominent: in the social 
circles of Massachusetts, and one time 
was immensely wealthy in her own 
right, being the holder of valuable 
property in and about Holyoke and 
Northampton. She has been active in 
Red Cross and charitable work. 

The Boston police have not yet 
learned who the leader of the racket 
is, but are positive about its head- 
quarters being located in Boston, with 
anotber base of operations in New 
York City.

HE railroad’ track 
through the mucky 


Guiana jungle is 
overgrown with 
thicket now and the 
old John Lucas is 
rusting away, with its 
boiler walls crum- 
bling and weeds 
pushing out through 
its wheels. Before long the 
jungle will have swallowed it 
completely. But so long as it 
lasts the ancient locomotive 
will stand as a sort of monu- 
ment. It is a monument to a 
dream. Or, perhaps, to a fol- 
ly. It marks the resting place 
of a white man’s hope that he 
could subdue the jungle and 
wake it disgorge its gold by American 
methods. That was romantic, but it 
was nonsense. He couldn't do it The 
jungle won, as it was bound to do, 
and the old John Lucas is all that re- 
mains of the ill-fated Marowyne 
Mining Company's wreckage. The 
gold, or most of it, is still in the 
swamp. The mining company left it 
there and also left more than a thou- 
sand graves as the price of its daring. 

It is 30 years now since the cour- 
ageous but ill-advised Marowyne Min- 
ing Company tried to subdue the jun- 
gle, but to ‘‘Dad”’ Pedrick it was only 
yesterday. ‘‘Dad’’ Pedrick (Howard A. 
Pedrick, head of the Pedrick Tool and 
Machine Company of Philadelphia) is 
one of the few survivors of that cam- 
paign that wound up in failure in the 
early nineteen hundreds. For 30 years 
he has been telling his hair-raising 
tales of the jungle and of his three- 


‘year adventure as manager of the 


Marowyne company’s undertaking. Re- 
cently he wrote them down and set 
them afloat in book form. Or, rather, 
he told them all. over again and two 
listeners, Will deGrouchy and William 
L. Magee, wrote them down. Anyway, 
the result of it all is an absorbing vol- 
ume entitled ‘Jungle Gold,’ just pub- 
lished by the Bobbs-Merrill Company. 

They are pretty tall tales—-some of 
them. One almost wonders at times 
whether Trader Horn hadn't trans- 
ferred his adventuring from Africa to 
South America. But in apite of a 
need for the salt shaker now and 
then, Dad Pedrick’s yarns hecome 
startlingly real as the steaming, fever- 
laden jungle closes in with its big 
snakes, its swarms of biting insects, 
its dark, alligator-haunted waters, its 
voodoo horrors and its escaped French 
convicts. It's romance—-on paper. But 
it wasn't romance to Dad Pedrick 390 
years ago, when he gave up fighting 
the junele and came home a physical 
wreck. 

He had left Philadelphia three years 
earlier weighing 150 pounds; he came 
hack weighing 97. 


When he left home his eyes were 
a deep blue; when he came back they 
had been bleached white. 

He left home with visions of gold 
being hauled out of the jungle in car- 
load lots; he came back with one lit- 
tle bottle of gold nuggets. 

Besides everything else he left in 
the jungle, he left the bodies of about 
1900 Negro .laborers and 20 of his 
white comrades. He left also $2,500.,- 
000 of a Philadelphia manufacturer's 
money in the form. of two railroad lo- 
comotives, 19 miles of track and tools 
and other equipment. He was lucky 
to get off even that easily, for when 
he sailed from Paramaribo for home 
he was almost in a delirium from his 
fourth attack of jungle tever. Not 
many peuple ever have a fourth attack. 

Dad Pedrick is convinced now that 
God never intended man to enter the 
jungle, let alone desecrate it with a 
locomotive and 19 miles of track. The 
jungle itself resented such things. It 
killed and starved and maimed and 
drenched until the invaders withdrew 
defeated. It kept its gold. And the 
gOld was not mythical, either. It is 
still there for anybody who can go and 
take it. The miry soil of Wilson's 
Creek in Dutch Guiana, a few miles 
north of the Marowyne River and -about 
100 miles southwest of Paramaribo, is 
rich with it. But it is well protected. 
Let Dad Pedrick tell why. 


a ee the Negroes stay out of 


the Marowyne Jungle. It's the 

world’s worst. They live in the 
bush. Along the edge where the saw- 
tooth buffalo grass begins. In the 
clearings by canoe-water—open spaces 
reached by black-green tunnels.”’ 

It's the sort of jungle, he relates, 
‘where the ground is so hot and wet 
that when cleared to the sun for the 
first time the rising fever-steam kills 
if inhaled. Where you stumble over 
50-foot boas lying lazy from overfeed- 
ing. Where day and night you ooze 
a clammy perspiration that won't wipe 
off. Where Ai the sloth hangs in his 
nightmare pose. Where the color is 
bleached from your eyes. Where it’s 
eternally green—from spring green to 
green so black that you only sense the 


green. Where you long to see a fall- 
ing leaf. They rot as they grow --so 
do you. 


“When the sun is shining snakes 
won't crawl; Ai hanes silent; birds 
cling tight to branches; monkeys snueg- 
gle in. awful silence; bats mimic death; 
insects hide under leaf; animals be- 
come inanimate.

dared God, sunk two and a half mil- 
lion dollars, lost 20 whites and a thou- 
sand or so Negroes, built a railroad, 
erected a machine shop, got two quarts 
of gold. ..and then left it all, because 
—God never intended that man should 
enter the jungle.”’ 


It was in 1897 that the jungle gold- ° 


mining idea was born. In the sum- 
mer of that 
year four half- 
starved Chinese 
made their way 
into the Govern- 
ment offices at 
Param aribo, 
Dutch Guiana, 
one day, and 
paid the tax on 
$200,000 worth 
of gold. It hap- 
pened that the 
transaction was 
observed by 
one Lynn Jo- 
line, a roving 
American gen- 
tleman - trader 
for American 
manufac-., 
turers. Joline 
hastened to ob- 
tain a conces- 
sion adjoining 
that of the Chi- 
nese and, with 
an ex-Colorado 
miner, plunged 
into the jungle. 
He found the 
gold, all right, 
but found also 
that no white 
man could stand the strain of getting 
it out by the primitive methods em- 
ployed by the Chinese. So he gathered 
up a wallet full of nuggets and left for 
the United States to hunt for capital. 
He proved to be a smooth worker. 

Within a week after Joline arrived 
in Philadelphia he had sold a half in- 
terest in his concession for $500,000 
cash. Hermann A. Faulkner—the 
name is admittedly a pseudonym—was 
the buyer. He had some $12,000,000 
loafing to his credit and wanted to 
do something in a big way. Joline's 
gold-mining venture 
captured his imagi- 
nation. Besides pay- 
ing half a million in 
cash, he agreed to 
stand all the ex- 
pense of outfitting a 
crew and getting out 
the gold. That was 
where Pedrick came 
in. Pedrick was 
then ai dissatisfied 
inventor who had 
just got trimined out 
of his royaities on 
an automatic air 
compressor he had 
devised and was 
ready to do some- 
thing desperate. 
When Faulkner 
asked him to head 
an expedition to 
South America to 
determine the extent 
of the hidden wealth 
and the best means of extracting it, 
he took the job. 

Into Paramaribo sailed Pedrick, 
ready for almost anything, but not for 
what he was to find. Up the swift 
Marowyne River to Araguaya Creek, 
past native villages and dark jungle 
tunnel mouths, he went. Up the Ara- 
guaya Creek six miles into the bush. 
Then a trek of 12 miles along an oozy, 
sludgy jungle trail to the placer, rest- 
ing at every mile. At the placer he 
found two other white men, hired by 
Joline, and a crew of black laborers. 

‘First, I dug a well,’’ Dad Pedrick 
relates, ‘‘then lined it with boards, 
making it as nearly watertight as pos- 
sible, I built wooden troughs leading 
from the small gold-bearing hill to 
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The old “John Lucas,” 
thirty years after.

the well. Next I set up a steam pump 
alongside one of the small streams 
that crept through our own particular 
jungle.

He sent a $500 cablegram into 
the heart of Dutch Guiana, notifying 
Pedrick that he was shipping two lo- 
comotives and material for 19 miles 
of track. He wanted the gold-bearing 
muck hauled from the mine to the 
Marowyne in dump cars and washed 
out there. His orders were to forget 
about mining for the present and get 
a railroad started. Use a double force 
of workmen and build from both ends, 
he commanded.

Marowyne company spent the next two- 
and-a-half years in the jungle getting 
ready to mine gold instead of mining 
it.

The paper very 
shortly began to 
gain rapidly in 
circulation at the 
expense of the 
German morning 
papers and  Bar- 
tholdt soon _ no- 
ticed a decided 
coolness on the 
part of the other editors towards the 
newcomer. It was this personal hos- 
tility which was the challenge that 
motivated his life, he says. 

“Wounded pride aroused my ambi- 


tion and became the incentive to prob- - 


ably everything I achieved in later 
years,’ he writes. ‘‘In a word, it was 
the keynote of my career. I sudden- 
ly became feverishly eager for per- 
sonal and business success. If they 
do not love me, at least I shall make 
them recognize me, I said to myself, 
and began to attend all possible func- 


tions, speaking at 
funerals, weddings 
and christenings, 


and soon the Ger- 
man societies want- 
ed me as orator for 


their festive occa- 
sions. The eight 
years (1884-1892) 


during which I kept 
up this intense ac- 
tivity were certainly 
the busiest of my 
life, yet the most 
enjoyable. Soon I 
had a host of 
friends, and the subscription list of my 
paper grew by leaps and bounds, most- 
ly by accessions, as already said, from 
the other papers.” 

This ambitious young man was in- 
evitably marked for politics. He be- 
came a member of the School Board 
and eventually its President, breaking 
the hold of the Schoolbook Trust on 
the St. Louis schools during his term. 
He had made an unsuccessful race for 
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Richard Bartholdt. 


Congress in the Tenth District. Now 
he ran again and was elected. At 37 
the immigrant boy was in Congress, 
where he was to serve — a break 
for 22 years. 

Early in his career in the lower 
house, Bartholdt became interested in 
the cause of world peace, in which he 
was to play an increasingly important 
part. Traveling in Europe with Mrs. 
Bartholdt in the summer of 1899, he 


attended the first Hague peace confer- 


ence. From The Hague he went to 
Berlin, where he met Dr. Theodor 
Barth, the then liberal leader in the 
Reichstag. Dr. Barth persuaded him 
to attend the conference of the Inter- 
parliamentary Union at Christiania, 
Norway, in September. This gathering 
of members of the parliaments of the 
world aroused Congressman Bar- 
tholdt’s enthusiasm. He became con- 
vinced that the American Congress 
should be represented, and later he 
was to bring this about. 

Bartholdt was- close to McKinley 
during the latter's occupancy of the 
White House and has several anecdotes 
to tell. Once he brought Adolphus 
Busch to meet the President and, en- 
couraged by McKinley, the St. Louis 
brewer delivered himself strongly and 
forcefully of his views on prohibition. 
‘‘Mr. President,”’ he said, ‘‘the demand 
I speak of is promoted by human na- 
ture itself, and, believe me, if fanatics 
should ever succeed in preventing its 
being satisfied legitimately, the peo- 
ple will resort to narcotics or stimu- 


lants so injurious as eventually to un- 
dermine the health of the nation.” 

“The President waa visibly im- 
pressed by these candid representa- 
tions,”’ Bartholdt writes, “and next 
day, when a matter of business again 
called me to the White House, he said 
to me: ‘Your friend Busch is a most 
remarkable man. His personality no 
less than his arguments challenge my 
admiration.’ ”’ 


again to a meeting of the Interpar- 

liamentary Union, in Vienna this 
time. He extended to the members an 
invitation to hold their meeting in 
1904 in St. Louis. It was a bold thing 
to do, for the American group in Con- 
gress had not been organized and Bar- 
tholdt had no official backing. The 
council of the union went into execu- 
tive session. Its founder cbjected to 
“the idea of using this great and dig- 
nified body as an attraction for a 
show.” His reference, of course, was 
to the St. Louis Exposition. But Amer- 
ica finally won the day, the members 
agreeing to come if Bartholdt's invita- 
tion was subsequently supplemented by 
an official invitation by the Govern- 
ment. 

The first thing Bartholdt did upon 
returning was to seek out President 
Roosevelt. Interviews in the newaspa- 
pers-had heralded the purpose of his 
visit and Teddy greeted him with, **] 
know why you've come.” It was ar- 
ranged in a very short time that Bar- 


] T was in 1903 that Bartholdt went

next presidential message and draw up 
a bill providing an appropriation for en- 
tertainment of the guests. These things 
were speedily done when the new Con- 
gress convened and a group was formed 
to be called the “Arbitration Group 
in Congress.’’ During the first week 
in September, 1904, 168 members of 


the Interparliamentary Union  ar- 
rived in New York for the St. 
Louis meeting. Bartboldt was 

faced with a tre- 


mendous responsi- 
bility. The suc- 
cess of their visit 
rested almost en- 
tirely with him, 
since he had issued 
the invitation and 
was president of 
the ‘Arbitration 
Group.’’ The party, 
with Bartholdt at 
the head, immedi- 
ately left on a 
tour of the nation 
in two special 
trains, one for the 
French speaking 
guests, including 
Italians, Hungari- 
ans, Rumanians, 
Bulgarians, and 
the other for the 
English and Ger- 
man speaking vis- 
itors, including 
Austrians, Dutch, 
Swiss, Swedes, 
Norwegians and 
Danes. The party 
went as far west 
as the Rockies, via 
Phila del p hia, 
Pittsburg, St. 
Louis, Kansas City 
and Denver. In 
each city at which 
they stopped there 
were innumerable 
banquets and in- 
numerabdble 
speeches. Jealousy 
soon developed be- 
tween the repre- 
sentatives of the 
various 
and it was up to 
Bartholdt to act as 
tactful ringmaster 
to the tempera- 
mental troupe. 
The meeting in 
St. Louls was one 
of the most im- 
portant in the 
whole history of 
the society. It had 
been up to Bar- 
tholdt to prepare 
the program and 
he had drawn up 
for submission a 
now famous reso- 
lution calling for 
consideration of a 
second Hague con- 
ference, the nego- 
tiation of arbitra- 
tion treaties  be- 
tween the nations 
and the establish- 
ment of an inter- 
national congress 
to meet at stated 
periods. Long be- 
fore (he arrival of the European dele- 
gates he had taken this program up 
with Roosevelt, and when he presided 
at the St. Louis conference he had in 
his pocket a personal] letter assuring 
the President's support. There was 
some wrangling in executive commit- 
tee, but finally the union adopted the 
Bartholdt resolution intact. Going on 
to Washington, the delegates were re- 
ceived by President Roosevelt, who, 


in his greeting to them, promised to 
act as soon as it was possible on their 
second 


resolution and convene 4a 
Hague conference. 

“This internation- 
al ceremony, the 
news of which was 
immediately ,_ tele- 
graphed all over the 
world, was followed 
by a buffet lunch- 
eon tendered by the 
President and Mrs. 
Roosevelt to the del- 
egates, and _ their 
ladies and in the 
evening by a big 
banquet at the Ar- 
lington Hotel. The 
writer, happy as a schoolboy, for it 
was the proudest day of his life, never 
presided over a more distinguished 
gathering than was assembied around 
that festive board.”’ 

Every year thereafter, with one or 
two exceptions, until the outbreak of 
the war, Bartholdt went to Europe for 
the meetings of the Interparliamentary 
Union. There were continuous ad- 
vances in the cause of peace. It 


nations, 


seemed, particularly to those vitally 
concerned in the movement, that an- 
other great war would be impossible. 
Bartholdt observes, looking back, that 
the great mass of the American people 
was cold to talk of peace, completely 
apathetic. He once discussed that 
apathy with Andrew Carnegie and the 
need for active educational propagan- 
da in the cause of peace. The steel 
millionaire surprised Bartholdt by of- 
fering him a million dollars to devote 
to such work if he personally would 
direct it. But he refused, believing he 
could more ably serve the peace cause 
in Congress. DBartholdt gives another 
picture of Carnegie on an occasion 
when he visited Carnegie’s New York 
home. Carnegie showed Bartholdt the 
picture of an officer saying farewell to 
his little boy and recited a poem 
called ‘‘Me and Andrae,’’ and the tears 
streamed down his cheeks. 


N 1911 a statue was dedicated 
| in Washington to Baron Steuben, 

the revolutionary hero, at the in- 
stigation of Bartholdt, who had in- 
troduced a bill providing the fund 
for it. Later Congress voted to send 
a duplicate to the German Kaiser, 
and President Taft named Bartholdt 
as his personal representative to 
make the presentation to the Ger- 
man Emperor. Following the elab- 
crate ceremonies that attended the 
presentation at Potsdam Palace, 
near Berlin, there was a banquet 
at which Bartholdt sat on the Kaiser's 
right. They talked together for more 
than an hour. Previously he had met 
the Kaiser, in 1905, on the occasion 
of a meeting of the Interparliamentary 
Union. He had introduced the mem- 
bers of his,group to the German Em- 
peror, who had made at that time his 
remark about the ‘‘Yellow peril’’ which 
served probably more than anything 
else to set Japan and China against 


Germany when it was broadcast 
through the press, due to one of the 
Congressmen. 


Bartholdt was proud of his German 
heritage. He loved his native land, 
but there was never a question in his 
mind but that he, as an American citi- 
zen, and the 7,000,000 others of Ger- 
man descent in America, would give 
their whole loyalty to the adopted 
country, and he made this plain to the 
Kaiser in his second conversation 
with him. 

in July of 1914 Mr. and Mrs. Bar- 
tholdt were on the North German 
Lloyd steamship Cecilie en route to 
Stockholm for a meeeting of the In- 
terparliamentary Union. One evening 
while they were taking coffee on the 
verandah deck in midocean the great 
liner suddenly began to change its 
course. ‘“‘The ship is turning back,” 
came thecry. There was a commotion 
on one of the lower decks. War had 
been declared and the Cecilie, with 
$14,000,000 of gold on board, began a 
frantic race back to New York, dodg- 
ing an allied cruiser through the New- 
foundland fog banks and putting in 
after a perilous journey at Bar Harbor. 


man-American leaders in this 

country were distressed, during 
the very first weeks of the war, to 
see that almost all American news- 
papers told the story from the al- 
lied point of view. The Germans 
became Huns. There were accounts of 
terrible atrocities in Belgium. For a 
time Bartholdt and others tried to 
stem this tide. They were convinced 
that this propaganda derived from the 
European connections, Reuter'’s and 
Havas, of American press services. But 
the attempt was soon seen to be futile 
and Bartholdt retired, abandoning a 
long-cherished ambition to make the 
race for the United States Senate. 

The events that followed the close 
of the war were equally distressing to 
tartholdt. The Versailles treaty, in 
his opinion, simply 
paved the way for 
another war by per- 
petuating all the old 
jealousies and hat- 
reds. Germany, he 
feels very strongly, 
was the innocent 
party in the con- 
flict. He cites much 
evidence in support 
of his contention 
and refers his read- 
ers to the work of 
four American his- 
torilans, particularly 
to Harry Elmer Barnes’ ‘“‘The Genesis 
of the World War.” 

It was a different Europe to which 
he went back for the first meeting of 
the Interparliamentary Unfon after the 
war. And it was a different Kaiser 
that he found last summer at the end 
of a long drive through the beautiful 
countryside surrounding House Doorn. 
It was a venerable old man who greet-

HEN at last they did

A northwesterly wind now was 
greeted with joy, as they hoped it 
would cause a drift of the ice in the 
desired direction. Their journey that 
night was heavy and fatiguing, how- 
ever, for fourteen leads had to be 
crossed. 

They were able to pass one by raft- 
ing on ice floes; in two instances it 
was impossible to move the pieces of 
ice, and the boat had to be employed 
instead. Ice had formed on the pools 
of water and cut into the boat, thus 
making rowing almost impossible. 

The frost had brought one improve- 
ment, however. The ice edges along 
the leads and pools, previously eaten 
away by the water, now grew firmer. 
But the area they journeyed across was 
extremely difficult because of these 
channels and from the presence of ice 
hummocks. 

Strindberg’s sledge broke that day, 
but Andree and his comrades were 
satisfied with their results. They 
crept at last into their sleeping sack 
on the morning of July 28, after a 
day’s work. For Fraenkel, especially, 
it had been one of fatiguing exertions. 
He even complained of fatigue, adds 
Andree. 

All awakened at 7 p. m. on July 28. 
First, the sledges had to be looked to 
and sheathed, and soine of Fraenkel’s 
things needed repair. At first the go- 
ing was dreadful, but in the evening 
they had magnificent ice to cross. The 
weather, too, was excellent-—‘Para- 
dise: Large, smooth ice floes without 
humps or leads, more melted ice than 
was needed for drinking,’ writes, An- 
dree, and he cites Fraenkel’s words, 
that ‘‘what old mammy sends us is 
always confoundedly good anyway.” 
The fresh wind is bitingly cold, but 
welcome as lone as it drives the ice 
toward the south. 

This day the men began to wear 
snowshoes. A number of bear tracks 
were passed, but not a lead had to be 
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crossed. Then suddenly 
they encountered a chan- 
nel, ‘a broad beast,” and 
a halt was made. 

At 11 o’clock, on July 
29, all go to rest after having been 
at work sixteen hours. 

“We learn the poor man’s way; to 
make use of everything. We also 
learn the art of living from one day 
to the other,’’ wrote Andree. 

They sise before 1 a. m. on July 30. 
While they break camp, Fraenkel puts 
away the beds in the tent and Strind- 
berg boils and fries, while Andree 
reconnoiters for the day’s march. 
Bear steak now is prepared twice a 
day. 

The day was extremely fatiguing, a 
great number of water channels having 
to be crossed. The party uses every 
method in doing this. Between the 
leads, however, the thick ice was very 
good, so they cover rather a long dis- 
tance. But on the smooth ice were 
treacherous collections of melted snow 
water, and Andree ‘‘flopped”’ into one 
of them. 

Things were worse, however, when 
Fraenkel began to suffer from snow- 
blindness. A factor of the greatest 
importance was that the ice current 
now proved to be carrying the expe- 
dition away from its course. 

To reach Franz Josef Land they 
were obliged to keep a southeasterly 
direction. But as the current carried 
them southward, with even a slight 
trend to the west, the travelers deter- 
mined to go toward the east. 


HILE Strindberg was preparing 
WV a dish, Fraenkel asked what he 

was getting ready. On being 
answered, ‘‘dessert,”’ Fraenkel said: 
“Jolly, then it must be eaten!”’ 

Strindberg determined to try to 
clean his hands. He washed one of 
them with a wet stocking, but found 
the task so difficult and time wasting 
that he let the other hand go. “The 
difference was like that between a mu- 
latto and a Negro,’ wrote Andree. 
About 2 p. m. they retired to rest, 
worn out. 

On July 31 the expedition started at 
4 a.m. A dense fog prevented them 
from choosing the best course, and 
they were compelled the whole day to 
force their way onward across very 
difficult ice. ' 

Not less than 10 channels had to be 
crossed during the first six hours. To 
complete their misfortunes the snow 
was deep. 

“Tramp on our knees in deep snow. 
Tramp, tramp on our knees. The dis- 
coverer of attractions of flopping—— 
Nisse."’ 

Thus writes Andree of this march, 
which must, of course, have been tre- 
mendously fatiguing. 

There were snow and open leads; 
also half-frozen, snow-covered, water- 
soaked portions of the ice were treach- 
erous and placed hindrances in the 
way of the onward march toward their 
distant goal. 

They also came into an enormous 
hummock-belt, almost two miles wide,

“It is not encouraging,’ writes An- 
dree, “but we shall continue our 
course to the east some time more, as 
long as there is a bit of sense in doing 
so. Out on the ice one cannot at all 
notice that it is in movement, with the 
exception that, at our resting places, 
the leads change while we are sleeping.” 

At 6 p. m. they crept into the sleep-

Then the ice be- 
caine good again. 

Animal life now be- 
came richer. Three Ross 
gulls appeared, two of 
them being fairly un- 
afraid. Fulmars and 
seals were common, and 
they crossed two bear tracks. 

Between 1 and 2 p. m. the fog grew 
denser but iightened later, and the 
zenith became clear. The day was one 
of the richest in results. Andree es- 
timates the distance they covered at 
4.2 miles; Strindberg, 4.8 miles. 

The remarkable-«thing, however, is 
that the correction of Strindberg's as- 
tronomical observations shows that, 
during this and the following day, they 
did not advance at all in the desired 
direction. Instead, they had drifted 
back toward the north. 

Andree’s last note in his diary for 
August 1 is that “Stockings are dried 
best by putting them on over the wool 
and hair stockings on the feet,’’ and 
he adds that his chronometer probably 
loses 4.7 seconds per day. 

On August 2 the comrades woke at 
8:30 more tired than usual. ‘‘It seems

as if good country was more fatiguing 
than half good,’’ says Andree. For 
breakfast, Strindberg cuts the last 
piece of bear’s meat into small pieces 
“so that it might at least look like 
being a lot.’’

In their 
eagerness both Strindberg and Fraen- 
kel missed, while Andree dropped the 
bear with a single shot at a distance 
of 125 feet.

They de- 
termined, therefore, to ‘‘eat outdoors.”’

HILE Dr. Locke ’' employs 
\ surgery on occasion, he re- 

sorts to the plastic method 
in a great many cases. Provi- 
dence has endowed him with a pair of 
powerful, skillful hands; science has 
trained him to readily detect misplaced 
bones in the pedal structure. And 
knowing what particular formation is 
out of place and also knowing where 
it should go he uses his strong hands 
to make the correction. His usual in- 
troduction to the treatment is a sharp, 
unexpected pulling of the toes with a 
strong massage following. 

Patients will state that the treat- 
ments are usually quite painful. The 
strong hands and fingers deftly probe 
the foot, bringing pressure to bear on 
the joint in need of aid. Sometimes ‘t 
is by steady massage, a long heavy 
pressure or a quick, powerful jerk that 


the replacement is made. The length 
of the treatment depends entirely on 
the nature of the ailment and the 
period of its duration. Sometimes mis- 
placed bones can be quickly snapped 
back into place; other deformities re- 
quire more gradual correction and 
then subsequent treatments. 

The treatments usually 
from one to three minutes.

The bush Negroes had a strange but 
efficacious (so Pedrick says) method 
of treating jungle fever. They would 
build a sun shelter of boughs and 
leaves. Under it, on the damp ground, 
they would build mats of clay large 
enough for a man to lie on. Then they 
baked the clay hard with fire and put 
the patients to bed on the mats and 
fed them nothing but monkey soup. 
About the third day they would go 
into the jungle and capture a number 
of parrots, bringing them in alive. 
They would rip open the living bird 
and bind the raw, quivering flesh to 
a fever patient’s foot. They said it 
drew out the poison. Pedrick thinks 


would turn green if the fever case was 
a bad one. A mild case would discolor 
a parrot only slightly. 

One can’t afford to be contemptu- 
ous of the native’s methods in the jun- 
gle, he says. The natives know best. 
Anyway, they survive when white men 
don’t. They know all the jungle’s 
poisons and seemingly have an anti- 
dote for every one. There is one 
poison they keep secret from white 
men. It is contained in a small leaf 
that grows in the jungle. If you sleep 
with one of these leaves under your 
pillow, Pedrick says, you don’t wake 
up. That’s why you never see maimed 
natives in the jungle. Wounds heal 
slowly or not at all in the dampness 
and heat. A native who suffers a 
serious wound doesn't try to get well. 
He goes to sleep on a poison leaf.

The origin of meteorites is uncer- 
tain. It is known that they are masses 
of matter of varying composition, 
heavy in minerals, which come from 
beyond the earth's atmosphere and 
reach the earth with velocities of 
about a few hundred feet a sec- 
ond. It is the prevailing theory that 
meteorites and meteors are variations 
of one phenomenon, the meteorite be- 
ing large enough to survive its fiery 
passage through the air while the me- 
teor is consumed before it can reach 
the earth. It is common to speak of 
the celestial body as a meteor while it 
is in the air and a meteorite after it 
has fallen. Their surfaces are heated 
to a luminous glow by the friction of 
their passage through the atmosphere

OMPARATIVELY few 
Ore are reported, not more 


than 19 being recorded as reach- 
in a year. One of 
the most notable recently was that 
which fell on a farm near Para- 
gould, Arkansas, in February of this 
year. It was a stone weighing 820 
pounds and penetrated hard clay to a 
depth of nine feet. Its fall was ac- 
companied by a detonation which 
awakened people in the nearby town. 
In connection with it, Professor Wylie 
said: ‘‘A meteor normally bursts and 
disappears at an altitude of several 
miles. If any meteorites fall from 
there to the earth they fall as dark 
bodies invisible at night... The Cata- 
logue of Meteorites of North America 
lists only nine falls at night. . 

The only instance recorded in recent 
years of injury to a person from a me- 
teorite occurred in May, 1929, when 
one of these bodies fell on a house in 
Spain, injuring five of the occupants.
